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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON ALLOWANCES 
FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


FISCAL YEAR 1954-55 


1. Outline of Plan 
In the Speech from the Throne on November 12, 1953, the following reference 
was made to allowances for disabled persons— 

“As further steps in helping to improve social welfare, co-ordinated 
plans for rehabilitation of disabled persons are being worked out with the 
provinces and a measure to facilitate the establishment nationwide of a 
federal-provincial assistance program for totally disabled persons will be 
submitted for your consideration.” 


On May 24, 1954, the Minister of National Health and Welfare introduced 
the following Resolution in the House of Commons— 

“That it is expedient to bring in a measure respecting allowances for 
disabled persons and to provide for the payment to the provinces out of 
the consolidated revenue fund of amounts in respect of allowances for 
disabled persons paid by the provinces, to certain persons who have attained 
the age of eighteen years, and who are totally and permanently disabled 
and in need of such allowances, not exceeding in respect of any recipient 
fifty per centum of forty dollars monthly or of the amount of the allowance 
paid by the provinces monthly to the recipients, whichever is the lesser; 
and to provide for the making of agreements with the provinces in relation 
thereto and for the conditions and duration of such agreements.” 


In the House of Commons the debate on the Resolution and the Bill took 
place on May 24, June 1, 7, and 8, 1954. The Bill was passed by the House of 
Commons on June 8, 1954. The Senate passed the Bill on June 22, 1954 after 
a debate on June 8, 17 and 22, 1954. The Royal Assent was given on June 26, 
1954. By proclamation dated December 7, 1954, the Act was brought into 
force on January 1, 1955. 


The Disabled Persons Act provides a plan for allowances for disabled 
persons generally similar to existing plans for old age assistance and allowances 
for blind persons. The provinces have responsibility for the administration 
and, in order to obtain the federal share, must pass legislation authorizing the 
payment of allowances to the persons and under the conditions specified in the 
federal Act. The provincial Acts and the federal Act provide for agreements 
being made by the provinces with the federal government for the payment 
by Canada to the provinces of fifty per cent of the amounts paid by the provinces 
for allowances in accordance with the requirements of the federal Act and regula- 
tions. Before an agreement can be completed the scheme for the administration 
of allowances proposed to be adopted by the province must be approved by the 
Governor in Council. 


The maximum allowance to which the federal government may pay its share 
of fifty per cent is $40 a month. The maximum amounts of income allowed 
are $720 a year in the case of an unmarried person, $1200 a year in the case 
of a married person and $1320 a year in the case of a married person with a 
blind spouse. The amount of any allowance payable is included in these 
amounts. The federal Act provides, however, that a province may specify 
in its agreement both the maximum allowance and the maximum amounts of 
income to be allowed. 


The qualifying age specified in the federal Act is eighteen years but a province 
may, in its agreement, specify a higher age. The requirement of ten years’ 
residence immediately preceding the date of the proposed commencement of 
allowance is subject to a number of variations contained in the federal Act and 
regulations. 


In addition to age, residence and income, the federal Act and regulations 
deal with the definition of a totally and permanently disabled person. The 
definition in the regulations reads as follows— 


“Section 2(2) For the purpose of the Act and these regulations, a person 
shall be deemed to be totally and permanently disabled only when 


(a) the person is suffering from a major physiological, anatomical or 
psychological impairment, verified by objective medical findings; 
(b) the impairment is likely to continue without substantial improvement 
during the lifetime of the person and is one to which the concept of 
cure cannot be applied; and 
(c) asaresult of such impairment, the person is severely limited in activities 
pertaining to self-care and normal living, such as being 
(i) bedridden or chairfast, 
(ii) unable to leave home without being accompanied by another 
person, 
(iii) normally in need of care and supervision for one or more of such 
self-care activities as dressing, body hygiene or eating, 
(iv) unable to perform such routine activities as climbing a short 
stairway. or walking a limited distance on a level surface, or 
(v) certified by a qualified physician to be under medical instructions 
to ce from activities of the kind mentioned in subparagraph 
(iv). 
(3) Notwithstanding subsection (2), a person shall be deemed not to 
be totally and permanently disabled where, in respect of that person, 
a favourable rehabilitation prognosis is obtained, or approved thera- 
peutic measures are recommended, by the provincial authority, and 


the requisite rehabilitation services or therapeutic measures are avail- 
able.” 


Persons in institutions are generally excluded from the benefits of the 
Act although, under certain circumstances, allowances may be paid to persons in 
hospitals, nursing homes and private, charitable or public institutions other 
than those specifically mentioned in the Act. 


An allowance under the Disabled Persons Act may not be paid to any 
person receiving an allowance under the Blind Persons Act, assistance under 
the Old Age Assistance Act, an allowance under the War Veterans Allowance 
Act or a pension under the Old Age Security Act. 


The Disabled Persons Act and the regulations made under it appear as an 
appendix to this report. 


2. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 

In order to participate in the federal-provincial plan for paying allow- 
ances to disabled persons it was necessary for all provinces to pass new legislation. 
At sessions of their Legislatures in 1954, the Provinces of British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and New- 
foundland passed new Acts. The Manitoba and New Brunswick Acts were 
replaced by Acts passed in 1955. A new Act was also passed in 1955 by Prince 
Edward Island. 


The Provinces of Ontario and Alberta had Acts providing for the payment 
of allowances for disabled persons, the Ontario Act having been in operation 
from July 1, 1952, and the Alberta Act from June 1, 1953. These two provinces 
amended their Acts in 1954 to authorize agreements with the federal govern- 
ment. However, both provinces had to pass new Acts in 1955, as the ones they 
had did not conform in all respects to the requirements of the federal Act. 


The Province of Newfoundland had also made provision for disabled persons 
through the payment of dependents allowances. Since it apparently was not 
feasible to amend the provincial Act, the Newfoundland Legislature, as mentioned 
above, passed a new Act in 1954. 


The Northwest Territories Council passed an Ordinance early in 1955 
authorizing the Commissioner of the Northwest Territories to enter into an 
agreement with Canada in accordance with the Disabled Persons Act. The 
Council of the Yukon Territory, at its session in March, 1955, passed an Ordinance 
to come into force on January 1, 1956, authorizing the Commissioner of the 
Yukon Territory to enter into an agreement with Canada. 


Following the proclamation of the federal Act, federal and provincial 
authorities took the necessary steps to deal with the agreements. By March 31, 
1955 or shortly thereafter agreements had been completed with all provinces. 
There was no agreement with the Northwest Territories as at March 31, 1955. 


All agreements are effective from January 1, 1955 except those with British 
Columbia and Newfoundland which are effective from April 1, 1955. The 
agreements provide for the payment of a maximum allowance of $40 a month 
and allow the maximum amounts of income specified in the federal Act. The 
qualifying age in all provinces is eighteen years. 


3. Operations of Plan 


Due to various factors federal payments were not made from January 1 
to March 31, 1955 to all the provinces whose agreements were effective from 
January 1, 1955. The amount paid to five provinces for the three month period 
was $419,378.84. In some cases the province itself had not made any payments 
to recipients. 


As at March 31, 1955, reports from five provinces showed 7,166 persons 
in receipt of allowances. In 758 cases allowances were not granted. Of this 
number 442 were ruled ineligible because they were not totally and permanently 
disabled. There were 103 applicants referred for rehabilitation. 


It should be pointed out that the allowances being paid as at March 31, 1955 
included recipients originally granted allowances under a provincial plan. This 
had the effect of reducing the number of rejections under the federal-provincial 
plan. 


4. Administration—F ederal 


Federal administration is divided between the Welfare Branch and the 
Health Branch of the Department of National Health and Welfare. The deci- 
sion as to whether an applicant is totally and permanently disabled is made by 
both provincial and federal medical officers. This arrangement is not set 
forth in the regulations ‘under the Disabled Persons Act but is contained in 
provincial schemes for the administration of allowances. 


The fees of provincial medical officers are paid by the provinces and those 
of federal medical officers, by the federal government. 


The medical plan also provides for special examinations and for the services 
of medical referees where provincial and federal medical officers can not agree. 
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Under agreements the cost of these additional expenses may be shared equally 
by the provinces and the federal government. 


The Old Age Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch is responsible for 
the financial administration of allowances for disabled persons. This includes 
the examination of provincial records to establish the amounts owed to the 
provinces by the federal government. 


5. Administration—Provineial 

In each province disabled persons allowances are administered by a provin- 
cial authority which may be an officer, a board or a commission. The following 
is a list of the provincial departments under which disabled persons allowances 
are administered with the names of the ministers, deputy ministers and admin- 
istrative officers as at March 31, 1955:

Advisory Board and Regulations 
At a meeting in Ottawa on September 20 and 21, 1954, of the Advisory 
Boards appointed under the Old Age Assistance Act and the Blind Persons Act, 
consideration was given to regulations to be made by the Governor in Council 
under the Disabled Persons Act. The regulations were approved by Order in 
Council P.C. 1954-1831 of November 23, 1954 and became effective on January 1, 
1955. Except for several additional provisions, the regulations shown in the 
appendix to this report follow closely those made under the Old Age Assistance 
Act and the Blind Persons Act. 
By Order in Council 1955-373 of March 18, 1955, subparagraph (iii) of 
paragraph (b) of section 13 of the regulations was amended by substituting 
“paragraph (b) of section 12 of the reg ulations under that Act” for the words and 
figures “paragraph (b) of section 11 “of the regulations under that Act.” The 
amendment was made necessary by a change in the numbering of the regulations 
under the Old Age Assistance Act which were amended as of J anuary 1, 1955. 


As at March 31, 1955, an Advisory Board had not been appointed under 
the authority of the Disabled Persons Act.

AGREEMENTS WITH PROVINCES. 


3. (1) The Minister, with the approval of the Governor 
in Council, may, on behalf of the Government of Canada, 
make an agreement with a province to provide for the 
payment to the province, in accordance with this Act and 
the regulations, of amounts in respect of allowances paid 
by the province pursuant to provincial law, not exceeding, 
in respect of any recipient, fifty per cent of forty dollars 
monthly or of the amount of the allowance paid by the 
province monthly to the recipient, whichever is the lesser. 

(2) Payments to a province pursuant to this section 
shall be made only in respect of a recipient who 

(a) at the date of the proposed commencement of

(f) is not a patient or resident in a hospital, nursing 
home, or private, charitable or public institution,

(i) an unmarried person, and his income, inclusive 
of allowance, is not more than seven hundred and 
twenty dollars a year, or 

(ii) married and living with his spouse, and the total 
income, inclusive of allowance, of the recipient 
and his spouse is not more than twelve hundred 
dollars a year, or

4. An agreement with a province shall contain a cov- 
enant by the Government of Canada to pay to the province 
each month the amount that the Government of Canada 
is at that time authorized to pay to the province under 
this Act.

(iii) that the province will, where a recipient who 
has been granted an allowance transfers his 
residence to such province from another province, 
pay the allowance; 


(iv) that where a recipient, to whom the province has 
granted an allowance, transfers his residence to 
another province with which no agreement is in 
force, the province will continue to pay the allow- 
ance to such recipient; 


(v) that where a recipient, who has been granted an 
allowance, transfers his residence to some place out 
of Canada, the province will discontinue payment 
of the allowance and not resume payment thereof 
until such recipient has again become resident in 
Canada; 


(vi) to make statutory provision for penalties to 
ensure the proper carrying out of the provincial 
law and to provide that no allowance shall be 
subject to alienation or transfer by a recipient or to 
attachment or seizure in satisfaction of any claim 
against him, and that the receipt of the allowance 
shall not by itself constitute a disqualification from 
voting at any provincial or municipal election; 


(vii) that the province will furnish, without charge 
to the provincial authority of any province, a 
certificate of the date of the birth of any recipient 
born within the province; 


(vili) to maintain proper and adequate records and 
accounts respecting the payment of allowances, and 
to permit of an examination, inspection and audit 
by the Government of Canada of all such payments 
and of the records and accounts with respect 
thereto; 


(ix) that where a recipient or his spouse has, within 
the five years preceding the date of application, 
made an assignment or traasfer of property the 
consideration for which 1s, in the opinion of the 
provincial authority, inadequate, or where it 
appears to the provincial authority that any 
assignment or transfer of property made by a 
recipient or his spouse was made for the purpose of 
qualifying the recipient for an allowance, or for a

entitled to receive, or to prevent recovery of any 
claim under the provincial law, the province will 
deem the property so assigned or transferred to be 
property of the recipient or his spouse owned at 
the date of the application as though the assign- 
ment or transfer had not been made;

in respect of allowance payments made to such

8. All sums of money payable to a province in pursuance 


of an-agreement shall be paid by the Minister of Finance ¢ 


on the certificate of the Minister out of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund, and all such payments shall be made subject 
to the conditions specified in this Act and the regulations 
and subject to the observance of the covenants, agreements 
and undertakings contained in the agreement. 


9. (1) Subject to subsection (2), every agreement shall 
continue in force so long as the provincial law remains in 
operation or until the expiration of ten years from the day 
upon which notice of an intention to terminate the agree- 
ment is given by the Minister, with the approval of the 
Governor in Council, to the province with which the agree- 
ment was made. 


(2) An agreement may be amended or terminated by 
mutual consent of the parties thereto with the approval 
of the Governor in Council.

Regulations 1X. (1) The Governor in Council may make regulations 
for carrying the purposes and provisions of this Act into 
effect, and, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
may make regulations providing for ;

(f) the definition of residence in Canada for the purposes 
of this Act and the extent of intervals of absence from 
Canada that shall be deemed not to have interrupted 
the continuity of residence; 

(g) the definition of income for the purposes of this Act, 
and the manner in which income is to be determined, 
including the income of a recipient and his spouse, 
and the determination of the amount thereof that each 
shall be deemed to receive, whether they live together 
or separate and apart; 

(h) determining the amount that for the purposes of 
this Act shall be deemed income of a recipient from any 
interest in real or personal property of the recipient or 
his spouse owned or deemed to be owned at the date of 
making application or acquired subsequent thereto; 

(z) the time at which, after application therefor, the pay- 
ment of the allowance shall commence; 

(j) the circumstances under which.payment of the allow- 
ance may be made to a recipient who is a patient or 
resident in a hospital, nursing home, or private, chari- 
table or public institution; 

(k) the circumstances under which payment of the 
allowance may be made to persons as trustees for the 
benefit of recipients; 

(1) the circumstances justifying or requiring the suspen- 
sion of the payment of allowances and the resumption 
of payment; and 
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(m) the recovery of the amount of allowance payments 
to which a recipient was not entitled under this Act, 
the regulations and the agreement. 

(2) No regulation, by reference to which an agreement 
with a province has been made, shall be altered except with 
the consent of the province or in accordance with the 
regulations to which it has agreed. 

(3) There shall be an Advisory Board consisting of two 
representatives of the Government of Canada, appointed 
by the Governor in Council, and two representatives of 
each of the provinces with which agreements have been 
made, appointed by the Governor in Council on the recom- 
mendation of such provinces, to recommend such alterations 
to the regulations as may from time to time appear to be 
necessary or advisable. 


REPORT. 

12. The Minister shall, as soon as possible after the 
termination of each fiscal year, submit a report to Parlia- 
ment respecting the operation for that year of the agreements 
made under this Act and the payments made to the 
provinces under each of the agreements. 


CoMING INTO FORCE. 


18. This Act shall come into force on a day to be fixed 
by proclamation of the Governor in Council. 
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Tue DiIsaABLeD PERSONS REGULATIONS 


Short Title 
1. These regulations may be cited as the Disabled Persons Regulations. 


Interpretation 


2. (1) In these regulations, 
(a) “Act” means the Disabled Persons Act; 


(6) “Director” means the Director of Disabled Persons Allowances of 
the Department of National Health and Welfare; and 


(c) “personal property” includes the immediate realizable value of 
the amount remaining to be paid to a recipient or his spouse 
under a mortgage or agreement for sale, the proceeds of insurance 
received by a recipient or his spouse and the cash surrender value 
of life insurance available to a recipient or his spouse. 


(2) For the purpose of the Act and these regulations, a person shall 
be deemed to be totally and permanently disabled only when 


(a) the person is suffering from a major physiological, anatomical 
or psychological impairment, verified by objective medical find- 
ings; 

(6) the impairment is likely to continue without substantial improve- 
ment during the lifetime of the person and is one to which the 
concept of cure cannot be applied; and 


(c) as a result of such impairment, the person is severely limited in 
activities pertaining to self-care and normal living, such as being 
(1) bedridden or chairfast, 

(ii) unable to leave home without being accompanied by another 
person, 

(111) normally in need of care and supervision for one or more of 
such self-care activities as dressing, body hygiene or eating, 

(iv) unable to perform such routine activities as climbing a short 
stairway or walking a limited distance on a level surface, 
or 

(v) certified by a qualified physician to be under medical instruc- 
tions to forbear from activities of the kind mentioned in 
subparagraph (iv). 


(3) Notwithstanding subsection (2), a person shall be deemed not to 
be totally and permanently disabled where, in respect of that person, a 
favourable rehabilitation prognosis is obtained, or approved therapeutic 
measures are recommended, by the provincial authority, and the requisite 
rehabilitation services or therapeutic measures are available. 


Notices 

3. (1) Any notice or other document required or authorized to be 
sent or delivered for the purposes of these regulations shall be in writing. 

(2) Any notice or other document required or authorized to be sent 
or delivered to any person by the provincial authority for the purposes of 
these regulations shall be deemed to be duly sent or delivered at the time 
We the notice or document is posted to that person at his ordinary 
address. 
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Applications 


4. (1) An application for an allowance may be made by any person 
who alleges that he has attained the age of seventeen years and six months 
and that he is a totally and permanently disabled person. 


(2) An application shall be deemed to have been made only when an 
application form completed by an applicant, or where the provincial 
authority is satisfied that the applicant is unable to complete the applica- 
tion form because of his disability, by some responsible person on behalf 
of the applicant, is actually received in the office of the provincial authority 
for the province in which the applicant resides. 


(3) The provincial authority may prescribe the form or contents of 
an application, but every application shall state 


(a) the full name of the applicant including, in the case of a married 
woman, her full maiden name, and, in the case of an applicant 
who has changed his name, the name before such change was made; 


(b) the present address of the applicant, his place and date of birth 
and place or places of residence during the ten years preceding 
the date of the application and, if he is married, the name and 
the place and date of birth of his spouse; 


(c) the sex and particulars of the marital status of the applicant and, 
in the case of a married person, whether he is living with his 
spouse and whether such spouse is sighted or blind; 


(d) the time at which the applicant first considered himself to be 
totally and permanently disabled and the nature of his disability, 
if known; 


(e) the present occupation, if any, of the applicant and his spouse, 
and the occupation followed by the applicant prior to his becoming 
disabled; 


(f) the income and means of subsistence of the applicant and his 
spouse; 


(g) particulars of any real or personal property apart from household 
furnishings and personal effects owned by the applicant or his 
spouse at the date of application; and 


(h) particulars of any real or personal property which the applicant 
or his spouse transferred to any person or persons within the five 
years preceding the date of application. 


(4) Every application shall be supported by a statutory declaration 
of the applicant or the person making the application on behalf of the 
applicant to the effect that all the statements in the application are true 
to the best of his knowledge and belief and that no information required 
to be given has been concealed or omitted. 


(5) Every provincial authority shall supply, without charge, a form 
of application and medical report form referred to in section 7 to any 
person who desires to make an application and, if so requested, shall give 
all information and assistance possible in completing the application. 


(6) All applications and accompanying documents received by any 
person other than the provincial authority shall be forwarded to the 
provincial authority. 
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(7) Where, prior to the coming into force of the Act, a province had 
enacted legislation providing for the payment of allowances to persons on 
account of total and permanent disability, the provincial authority, with 
the consent of the Minister, may, in lieu of requiring persons to whom an 
allowance under such legislation is being paid to complete the application 
as required by this section, consider the application made under the provin- 
cial legislation, together with any other evidence that it may have relevant 
to the eligibility of such person for the allowance, as an application therefor, 
and the provincial authority shall, with respect to such persons, not be 
required to cause the investigation to be made as provided in subsections 
(1) and (2) of section 5; nothing in this subsection shall be deemed to 
authorize the provincial authority to grant an allowance to any person who 
is not eligible therefor under the Act and these regulations. 


Investigation 


5. (1) The provincial authority shall, in respect of each application, 
cause an investigation to be made into the facts and circumstances as therein 
set out, and such investigation shall include a report respecting the 
physical activities that the applicant is able to perform without assistance 
and such other matters as may be necessary to determine the eligibility of 
the applicant for an allowance. 


(2) The investigation required by subsection (1) shall be made not 
sooner than four months before the date of the proposed commencement of 
the allowance, but where the person making the application is resident in 
a part of Canada that is accessible only at a certain time or times of the 
year the period of four months may be extended by the provincial authority 
to not more than six months; provided that during the first twelve months 
that an agreement under section 3 of the Act is in force in a province, the 
said period of four months may be extended to six months where, in the 
opinion of the provincial authority thereof, it is necessary to do so. 


(3) Where an application has been approved and the allowance is 
being paid or is suspended for the purpose of recovering an overpayment, 
the provincial authority shall, at least once in each year, cause an investiga- 
tion to be made into the circumstances of the recipient to determine whether 
such recipient continues to be eligible, or whether he has again become 
eligible, and the amount of allowance to which he may be entitled, and 
where such annual investigation is made more than three months prior to 
the transfer of the recipient to old age security, the provincial authority 
shall make a terminal investigation at the time of such transfer; the report 
of the investigator shall include a description of the physical activities 
that such recipient is able to perform without assistance. 


(4) Before altering the rate of allowance being paid to a recipient or 
before suspending an allowance or reinstating an allowance which has been 
suspended, the provincial authority shall cause an investigation to be made 
into the circumstances of the recipient; but the provincial authority, in any 
individual case, may, in lieu of such investigation, make such inquiry and 
obtain such information as it deems adequate. 


(5} The report of any investigation or inquiry made shall be filed 
with the application and shall be available at any time for inspection by 
officials of the Government of Canada. 
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(6) An investigation required by this section shall be made by an 
investigator in the employ of the provincial authority or the provincial 
government or by a duly authorized representative of any other agency 
if such representative is recommended by the provincial authority and 
approved by the Minister, and such investigator or representative, as the 
case may be, shall, in the course of such investigation, personally inter- 
view the recipient. 


Grant of Allowance 


__ 6. (1) Where the provincial authority is satisfied on the basis of the 
information contained in the application and from the investigation required 
by these regulations, together with any other relevant information it may 
have obtained, that the applicant is eligible under the Act and these regula- 
tions to receive an allowance, it shall determine the rate of allowance 
payable and shall thereupon approve the application accordingly. 


(2) No person, other than the provincial authority shall approve or 
reject any application or alter the rate of allowance. 


Disability 
7. (1) For the purpose of enabling the provincial authority to consider 
the eligibility of an applicant as regards his total and permanent disability, 
the applicant shall furnish or cause to be furnished, in such form as may 
be required by the provincial authority, a medical report signed and dated 
by a qualified physician, which shall state 


(a) the nature, extent and prognosis of the disability, 

(b) the findings upon which the diagnosis and prognosis were made, 

(c) the limitations in function imposed by the disability, 

(d) any other pertinent information concerning the disability, including 
any recommendations for further diagnostic work or treatment 
as may be relevant, and 

(e) any additional information required by the provincial authority. 


(2) The provincial authority shall consider the medical report required 
by subsection (1) and, before determining that the applicant is totally 
and permanently disabled, shall cause such medical investigation to be 
made as it may deem necessary in the circumstances. 


(3) The provincial authority shall, at least once in each year, cause 
such further medical review or investigation to be made as the nature of 
the recipient’s disability may require. 


Age 


8.(1) For the purpose of enabling the provincial authority to con- 
sider the eligibility of an applicant as regards age, the applicant shall for- 
ward to the provincial authority a certificate of birth or baptism or, if 
neither certificate is obtainable, shall forward any other documentary 
evidence that he may have or be able to obtain from which his age may 
be determined. 


(2) If the provincial authority is satisfied that the applicant is unable 
to furnish or obtain satisfactory evidence as to his age as provided in 
subsection (1) and the provincial authority itself is unable to obtain such 
evidence, it shall endeavour to obtain information from other sources and, 
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in the case of an applicant who alleges he was born in Canada, it shall, 
if records for the period in question are available in the province where 
he alleges he was born, request the registrar of vital statistics in that 
province to make a search for information as to his age. 


(3) If the provincial authority is unable to obtain information as 
provided in subsections (1) and (2), it may request the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics to make a search of the census records for information as to 
the age of the applicant, subject to the fellowing conditions: : 


(a) any request for census information as to age shall be made in 
the form of an application prescribed by the Dominion Statis- 
tician which shall bear or be accompanied by the signed consent 
of the person concerning whom the information is sought, and 
shall provide such specific information as may be required for 
the purpose of making a search in the census records; and 


(b) any information supplied by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
shall be confidential and shall not be used for any purpose other 
than that of establishing the age of the applicant as required under 
the Act, the Old Age Assistance Act, the Blind Persons Act, or 
the Old Age Security Act, as the case may be. 


(4) If, after thorough search and inquiry, the provincial authority 
is unable to obtain from the applicant, or elsewhere, satisfactory and suf- 
ficient documentary evidence as to his age it may, with the consent of 
the Director, submit the question of the age of the applicant, together 
with any documentary or other evidence that it may have obtained 
relevant thereto, to a tribunal provided for by this section for a decision 
as to whether or not the applicant has attained the age of eighteen years. 


(5) The tribunal shall consist of a member designated by the pro- 
vincial authority, a member designated by the Director and a third member, 
who shall be a disinterested person and who shall act as chairman, chosen 
by the other two members. 


(6) The tribunal shall in all cases see and interview the applicant and, 
in deciding upon whether the applicant has attained the age of eighteen 
years, shall be entitled to take into account any fact, circumstance or 
evidence, documentary or other, including physical characteristics of 
the applicant, relevant to the determination of the issue. 


(7) The decision of the tribunal shall be the decision of the majority 
thereof and, subject to rebutting evidence being obtained at any time, any 
decision reached in accordance with the procedure provided in subsections 
(4) to (6) shall be final and conclusive of whether or not the applicant 
has attained the age of eighteen years. 


(8) Except as provided in subsection (7), the provincial authority 
shall not be bound to accept any evidence respecting the age of a recipient 
as final and conclusive, and any evidence submitted to or obtained by the 
provincial authority as proof of age may be rebutted at any time. 


Marital Status 


_ 9. For the purpose of enabling the provincial authority to consider the 
eligibility of an applicant as regards marital status, the provincial authority 
may accept a certificate of marriage, or, if no such certificate is procurable, 
such other evidence corroborative of the statement of the applicant or his 
spouse as it deems satisfactory. 
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Residence 
10. (1) For the purpose of enabling the provincial authority to con- 
sider the eligibility of an applicant as regards residence in Canada or in 
a province, the provincial authority may take into account, together with 
any other evidence that it may be able to obtain, a statutory declaration 
made by any reliable and disinterested person covering such facts as to 
which such person has personal knowledge. 


(2) For the purposes of the Act and these regulations, residence and 
presence in Newfoundland prior to the date of union of Newfoundland with 
eae shall respectively be deemed to be residence and presence in 

anada. 


11. (1) Intervals of absence of an applicant from Canada during the 
ten years immediately preceding the date of the proposed commencement 
of allowance which are of a temporary nature and which, when totalled and 
averaged, do not exceed sixty days a year, shall be deemed not to have 
interrupted the residence in Canada of such applicant during such period, 
and the provisions of this subsection shall not apply in respect of cases 
coming within the provisions of subsections (2) to (6) both inclusive. 


(2) If an applicant, while a resident of Canada, has temporarily 

absented himself therefrom for the purpose of engaging in 

(a) employment on a ship or on a fishing boat, 

(6) employment on trains running out of Canada operated by any 
railway company having its head office in Canada, 

(c) seasonal employment, such as lumbering or harvesting, for not 
more than six months in any one year, 

(d) employment by or as a representative of a Canadian firm or 
corporation, or while he was himself a member of such a firm or 
corporation, 

(e) employment by the United Nations or one of its specialized 
agencies, or 

(f) missionary work with any religious group or organization, 


and, at the termination of such employment, he returned to Canada, he 
shall be deemed to have continued to reside or to have been present in 
Canada during such absence if, during the period thereof, he had in Canada 
a permanent place of abode to which, whenever he was absent therefrom, 
he had the intention of returning, or he maintained in Canada, a self- 
contained domestic establishment. 


(3) If an applicant, while a resident of Canada, has temporarily 

absented himself therefrom 

(a) while he was employed and paid by the Government of Canada 
or any province, 

(b) during the first or second world war while he was a member of 
the forces of any country allied with Canada or was engaged in 
work in connection with the prosecution of any such war for 
Canada or its allies, or 

(c) pursuant to or in connection with the requirements of his duties 
as a membef of the armed forces of Canada, 


and, at the termination of his duties abroad, he returned to Canada, he 
shall be deemed to have continued to reside or to have been present in 
Canada during such absence. 
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(4) An applicant who is a married woman or a widow and, while a 
resident of Canada, was absent from Canada with her husband while he 
was absent from Canada in any of the circumstances provided for by 
subsection (2) or (3), shall, during the period of such absence with him, 
be deemed to have continued to reside or to have been present in Canada 
during such absence. 


(5) An applicant who, while a resident of Canada and while under 
the age of twenty-one years, was absent from Canada with his father or 
mother who was absent therefrom under any of the circumstances provided 
for in subsection (2) or (3) shall, during the period of such absence with 
his father or mother, be deemed to have continued to reside or to have 
been present in Canada. 


(6) Where an applicant was temporarily absent from Canada and 
was unable to return to Canada due to the dislocation of transportation 
facilities during or immediately following the second world war, such 
applicant shall be deemed to have continued to reside or to have been 
present in Canada for the period of absence between the date such applicant, 
his spouse or his parent, as the case may be, made application to the proper 
authority for transportation to Canada and the date of the actual return of 
the applicant thereto. 


Income 
12. (1) For the purpose of the Act and these regulations, “income” 
includes the net amount or value of all income, gratuities and contributions 
received, whether in cash or in kind, and without restricting the generality 
of the foregoing, 
(a) any allowance paid under the Act; 
(b) any assistance paid to a spouse under the Old Age Assistance Act; 
(c) any allowance paid to a spouse under the Blind Persons Act; 
(d) any pension paid to a spouse under the Old Age Security Act; 
(e) income from any interest in real or personal property as deter- 
mined under section 13; and 
(f) the value of board and lodging, or board or lodging furnished 
free of charge, or for which a nominal charge is made, as deter- 
mined under section 14. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), an agreement with a province 
under section 3 of the Act may, at the request of such province, provide 
that all or any of the following, namely, 

(a) mothers’ allowances paid pursuant to provincial legislation; 

(6) family allowances paid pursuant to the Family Allowance Act; 

(c) cost of living allowances or supplemental allowances paid by any 
province to any person in receipt of an allowance under the Act 
or assistance under the Old Age Assistance Act or an allowance 
under the Blind Persons Act or a pension under the Old Age 
Security Act; 
pay allotted or assigned by a member of the Canadian Forces 
serving on active service, where no dependents allowance has 
been awarded in respect of the recipient or the spouse of such 
recipient ; 

(e) direct relief in an amount considered reasonéble by the provincial 
authority if paid out of moneys provided only by the municipality 
or the province in which the recipient resides, or by both, or by 
a charitable organization incorporated or registered under a law 
of a province or of a Parliament of Canada; 
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— 


(f) casual gifts of small value; 


(g) contributions other than for ordinary maintenance to recipients 
or to the spouses of recipients who require special care; 


(h) any amount considered reasonable by the provincial authority 
received by a spouse who is blind within the meaning of the 
Blind Persons Act for the purpose of obtaining the services of a 
guide; and 

(7) the income value determined as provided in section 13 from an 
amount up to five hundred dollars of the amount of the cash 


surrender value of life insurance that is available to a recipient 
or his spouse, 


shall not be included in the calculation of income under subsection (1), 
and income in such province shall be calculated accordingly. 


13. For the purpose of determining the amount that shall be deemed 
income from any interest in real or personal property of a recipient, or, 
in the case of a married recipient living with his spouse, of the recipient 
and his spouse, whether owned or deemed to be owned by the recipient or 
his spouse at the date of the proposed commencement of the allowance, 


or’ acquired 


subsequent thereto, the provincial authority shall 


(a) as regards real property 


(i) 


(ii) 


that is used as a residence by the recipient and from which 
no revenue is derived, consider as income an amount equal 
to five per cent of the market value of such property after 
deducting therefrom the amount of any encumbrances thereon, 
or five per cent of the assessed value, or an amount that in 
the opinion of the provincial authority is reasonably equi- 
valent to the rental value thereof; and in determining such 
rental value the provincial authority may in its discretion 
deduct the cost of the maintenance of such property which 
shall not include the cost of heating, lighting, communica- 
tions, structural alterations other than those attributable to 
wear and tear, or any payment of principal on a mortgage 
or agreement for sale thereon; 


that is used as a residence by the recipient and from which 
the recipient derives a revenue from any use or occupation 
thereof, consider as income the net revenue so derived (pro- 
vided that where such revenue is derived from the rental 
of rooms, not less than fifty per cent thereof shall be deemed 
to be net revenue) together with an amount equal to five per 
cent of the market value of such property after deducting 
therefrom the amount of any encumbrances thereon, or five 
per cent of the assessed value, or an amount that in the 
opinion of the provincial authority is reasonably equivalent to 
the rental value of the portion thereof occupied by the 
recipient; and in determining such rental value the pro- 
vincial authority may in its discretion deduct the cost of 
the maintenance of such property which shall not include 
the cost of heating, lighting, communications, structural 
alterations other than those attributable to wear and tear, 
or any payment of principal on a mortgage or agreement for 
sale thereon; 
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(iii) that is revenue bearing and is not used as a residence by the’ 
recipient, consider as income the net revenue therefrom after 
deducting reasonable and necessary expenses of maintenance 
other than any payment of principal on any mortgage or 
agreement for sale thereon; 

(iv) that is not revenue bearing or from which a nominal revenue 
is derived and is not used as a residence by the recipient, 
consider as income the net revenue that, in the opinion of the . 
provincial authority, such property should or might reasonably 
be expected to yield; 


(b) as regards personal property 

(i) of an unmarried recipient or a married recipient not living 
with his spouse, consider as annual income during the lifetime 
of the recipient the amount of an Immediate Canadian 
Government Annuity, Ordinary Life Plan, payable monthly, 
purchasable with the proceeds of the personal property owned 
by such recipient and calculated as of the actual age of such 
recipient; 

(ii) of a married recipient living with his spouse, subject to sub- 
paragraph (ili), consider as annual income during the lifetime 
of and in respect of each spouse the amount of annuity 
purchasable with one-half the proceeds of the personal 
property jointly and severally owned by the recipient and 
his spouse and calculated as of the actual age of each; 

(iii) of a married recipient living with his spouse who is or 
becomes a recipient of assistance under the Old Age Assistance 
Act, consider as income during the period that the spouse is 
in receipt of assistance thereunder an amount calculated as 
provided in paragraph (b) of section 11 of the regulations 
under that Act and thereafter an amount calculated as 
provided in subparagraph (i) or (ii) of this paragraph as the 
case may be on the value of the personal property owned at 
such time. 


14. (1) Where board and lodging or board or lodging is provided free 
to a recipient or for a nominal amount, the provincial authority shall 
consider as income of the recipient, and in the case of a recipient who is 
married and living with his spouse, of the recipient and his spouse, an 
amount that, in its opinion, is a fair and reasonable charge therefor, but 
which shall, in no case, be less than the amounts respectively hereinafter 
set forth—

(2) Where board and lodging or board or lodging is provided to the 
recipient for a nominal amount, the provincial authority, in fixing an 
amount as provided in subsection (1), may deduct therefrom such nominal 
amount if satisfied that the recipient is actually paying the same. 
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Transfer of Property 
15. (1) Where a recipient or his spouse has, within the five years 
preceding the date of application or subsequent to such date, made an 
assignment or transfer of real or personal property, such recipient shall 
furnish to the provincial authority full particulars concerning such assign- 
ment or transfer. 3 


(2) The provincial authority, from the particulars so furnished, shall 
determine whether or not the consideration for such assignment or transfer 
was inadequate or whether such assignment or transfer was made by such 
recipient or his spouse for the purpose of qualifying the recipient for an 
allowance or for a larger amount of allowance than he otherwise would be 
entitled to receive or to prevent recovery of any claim under provincial law. 


(3) Where, from the particulars so furnished or in the absence of 
satisfactory particulars being furnished, the provincial authority is of the 
opinion that the consideration for an assignment or transfer of property 
was inadequate or that such assignment or transfer was made by a recipient 
or his spouse for the purpose of qualifying the recipient for an allowance 
or for a larger amount of allowance than he otherwise would be entitled to 
receive or to prevent recovery of any claim under provincial law, the 
provincial authority shall consider as income from such property an amount 
calculated as provided in section 13 in the case of property owned by a 
recipient or his spouse at the date of the proposed commencement of 
allowance. 


16. (1) Where the recipient or his spouse reconverts into real property, 
personal property derived from the sale of real property held at the time 
the allowance was granted, the provincial authority may, in lieu of cal- 
culating as income of such recipient as provided in paragraph (b) of section 
13, the value of the personal property so reconverted, consider as income 
an amount respecting the newly acquired real property calculated as 
provided in paragraph (a) thereof. 


(2) Where an exchange of property under subsection (1) is not wholly 
for cash, the face value of any mortgage receivable or agreement for sale 
and the income therefrom may be offset by the face value of any mortgage 
payable or agreement for sale and the interest payable thereon, but the 
provincial authority shall take into account any excess value or income 
receivable by the recipient. 


Provincial Scheme for Administration 

17. The provincial scheme for the administration of allowances under 
the Act shall specify the officer or body appointed to act as the provincial 
authority, the persons responsible for and the manner of making the 
investigations required by these regulations, the procedure and the facilities 
for determining whether an applicant is totally and permanently disabled, 
and the manner in which an application wi!l be made to the provincial 
authority. 


When Allowance Shall Commence 
18. (1) Subject to subsection (2), an allowance shall be payable in 
arrears from the first day of the month following the month in which the 
recipient attains the age of eighteen years or from the first day of the month 
ie the month in which his application is approved, whichever is the 
ater. 
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(2) Where an application is approved after the last day of the month 
in which it was received by the provincial authority, and delay in such 
approval resulted from circumstances wholly beyond the control of the 
recipient, the provincial authority may, in its discretion, declare that such 
approval shall be effective as of an earlier date which shall be a date 
after the recipient attains the age of eighteen years and which shall in 
no case be earlier than the date of the receipt of the application by the 
provincial authority or a date not more than four months prior to that 
on which approval is given, whichever is the later; provided, however, that 
in any case where delay in such approval is attributable to the fact that 
the recipient is resident in a part of Canada that is accessible only at a 
certain time or times of the year, or to delay in the receipt by the pro- 
vincial authority of the reports of medical investigations referred to in 
section 7, the period of four months herein mentioned may be extended 
to not more than six months. 


(3) No allowance which has been suspended for a period in excess 
of six months shall be reinstated unless the provincial authority has sat- 
isfactory evidence that the recipient continues to be totally and_per- 
manently disabled. 


(4) Where an allowance is suspended at the request of a recipient 
the same shall not be reinstated prior to the date on which the provincial 
authority is requested in writing by such recipient or by some person acting 
on behalf of such recipient to do so. 


(5) Except in the case of a recipient residing in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, no recipient shall be paid an allowance for any period exceeding 
one month during which such recipient receives direct relief out of moneys 
paid in whole or in part by the Government of Canada. 


Manner Payable 


19. An allowance shall be paid by cheque or other instrument in a 
form approved by the province. 


Payment to Trustees 


20. (1) Where the provincial authority is of the opinion that a 
recipient is unable to look after his own affairs, or is using or is likely 
to use his allowance otherwise than for his own benefit, the provincial 
authority may pay the allowance to a trustee appointed by it to be expended 
for the benefit of the recipient. 


(2) Any trustee appointed under subsection (1) may be removed by 
the provincial authority or may resign and the provincial authority may 
appoint another trustee in his place. 


(3) Any trustee appointed under subsection (1) or (2) shall, when 
required by the provincial authority, make returns showing the amount 
of the allowance received, the amount that has been expended for the 
benefit of the recipient and the balance remaining in the hands of the 
trustee. 


(4) Subject to subsection (1), where the trustee appointed under sub- 
section (1) or (2) is an officer or employee of an institution in which a 
recipient is being maintained, the provincial authority may authorize the 
trustee to pay to such institution such proportion of the allowance as is 
considered by the provincial authority to be a reasonable sum for the 
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maintenance of the recipient, but shall require the trustee to make avail- 
able to the recipient an amount which it considers reasonable for his 
personal use. 


Hospitals and Institutions 


21. Subject to section 22, the allowance shall not be paid during the 
period that a recipient is a patient or a resident in a hospital, nursing home 
or private, charitable or public institution. 


22. (1) A recipient, to whom an allowance has been granted, who is 
temporarily a patient in a hospital that is recognized and licensed by the 
province as a public or a private hospital may be paid the allowance for 
a period or periods not exceeding a total of sixty-two days of treatment 
in such hospital in any calendar year and where such recipient is a 
patient in a hospital for the purpose of rehabilitation or therapeutic treat- 
ment for his disability that is approved by the provincial authority, the 
allowance may be paid for the period of such rehabilitation or treatment. 


(2) A recipient who is a patient or a resident in a nursing home or a 
private, charitable or public institution, may be paid the allowance if he 
is paying or there is being paid on his behalf by a member or members 
of his family, the whole or the greater part of the cost of his accommodation 
therein. 


Suspension of Allowance 


23. (1) The payment of an allowance shall be suspended 


(a) during the absence of a recipient from Canada, but the provincial 
authority may, if satisfied that the circumstances so justify, pay 
the allowance for any period of absence not exceeding a total of 
ninety-two days in the twelve month period preceding the return 
of the recipient to Canada, 

(b) While a recipient is serving any sentence of imprisonment that 
exceeds thirty days, provided, that where the sentence of imprison- 
ment exceeds thirty days, the provincial authority may, on the 
release of the recipient, reinstate the allowance from a date not 
more than one month prior to the date of release, and 

(c) during the period that a recipient neglects or refuses to comply 
with the provisions of the Act and those regulations or to furnish 
any information that he is required to furnish pursuant thereto. 


(2) A provincial authority shall recover from a recipient any sum 
improperly paid by way of allowance whether such sum was paid as the 
result of non-disclosure of facts, misrepresentation or any other cause, and, 
if the provincial authority is unable to recover the whole of such sum, the 
provincial authority shall suspend the payment of the allowance of such 
recipient until the aggregate amount of the suspended payments equals the 
sum improperly paid less any amount that has been recovered prior to such 
suspension; provided that where the recipient has not been guilty of fraud 
or misrepresentation the provincial. authority, in its discretion, may reduce 
the allowance by an amount of not less than five dollars each month, so 
that recovery of such overpayment will be made in full within a period 
of not more than five years or prior to the recipient reaching the age of 
seventy years, whichever is the sooner. 
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Increase or Reduction of Allowance 


24. The provincial authority shall require a recipient to report forth- 
with any increase or reduction in his income or real property or the income 
or real property of his spouse and to furnish particulars of any personal 
property acquired by him or his spouse after the date of his application. 


25. Any recipient who desires to apply for an increase in the amount of 
the allowance to which he may be entitled under the Act, shall notify — 
the provincial authority and shall furnish all necessary information. 


Accounting 


26. Any sums due by Canada to a province in settlement of Canada’s 
share of the net amount expended by the province in payment of allowances 
shall be ascertained as of the last day of each month, shall be audited by 
the provincial auditor and shall be paid on the certificate of the provincial 
auditor as soon thereafter as possible, subject to final audit by officials of 
the Government of Canada; the accounts submitted by the provincial 
authority for the purpose of reimbursement shall contain such information 
as the Minister may require. 


27. In calculating the amount due by Canada to a province in respect 
of allowances paid by the province no account shall be taken of any sums 
that, under the provisions of the Act, the province is liable to reimburse 
another province or to be reimbursed by another province in respect of 
allowances granted therein or in such other province, nor shall any account 
be taken of the cost of administering or paying allowances. 


28. In calculating the amount in respect of which any province is 
entitled to be reimbursed by another province under the provisions of the 
Act, regard shall be had only to the net amount of allowances paid by the 
province to be reimbursed after deducting therefrom the amount payable 
by Canada on account of such allowances. 


29. Balances due by one province to another province under the provi- 
sions of the Act shall be settled monthly as of the same date as the sums 
due by Canada are payable. ; 


30. The amount recovered by a provincial authority from a recipient 
or from the estate of a deceased recipient in respect of any allowance shall 
be distributed between the province responsible for payment of the provin- 
cial share of the allowance and Canada in accordance with the amount of 
any such allowance respectively paid by each.

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’ Report to Parliament on Allowances for Disabled Persons 
/ FISCAL YEAR 1955-56 


‘ 


1. Operations during the Fiscal Year 


Allowances for disabled persons were paid during the fiscal year 1955-56 by 
the ten provinces. As at March 31, 1956, the total number of recipients was 
26,027. Federal payments amounted to $5,665,066.65. 

' While the Disabled Persons Act came into operation as of January 1, 1955, 
most of the original applications were considered during the fiscal year 1955-56. 
According to statistics furnished by the provinces the provincial authorities 
dealt with 41,164 applications. Of this number 21,097 were approved, 18,860 
were declined and 1,207 were not completed. There were 14 cases where the 
recipients attained the age of seventy years and became federal pensioners under 
the Old Age Security Act. 

In addition to being totally and permanently disabled as defined by the 
regulations, an applicant must fulfil certain requirements as to age, residence 
andincome. Allowances are not payable to persons receiving assistance, pensions 
or allowances under certain other welfare Acts nor to persons in certain specified 
‘institutions. While in the majority of cases where allowances were not granted, 
the applicants did not qualify for medical reasons, in a significant number the 
decisions were based on other factors. Of the number declined shown above, 
16,634 were in the first group and 2,226 in the second. In the 1,207 cases not 
completed there were 773 where the applications were withdrawn. In the 
remaining 434 the applicants were deceased. 


2. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


The agreements between Canada and the ten provinces completed in 1955 
continued in operation during the fiscal year 1955-56. The agreements with 
British Columbia and Newfoundland were effective from April 1, 1955. The 
other eight agreements were effective from January 1, 1955. Under the terms 
of all the agreements the maximum allowance payable is $40 a month. The 
maximum amounts of income allowed, including any allowance payable, are the 
maximum amounts specified in the federal Act. The qualifying age in all prov- 
inces is eighteen years. 

During the fiscal year 1955-56 an agreement between Canada and the 
Northwest Territories was completed, the effective date being October 1, 1955. 
The maximum allowance, the maximum amounts of income and the qualifying 
age are the same as in the agreements with the provinces. 

As at March 31, 1956, an agreement between Canada and the Yukon Terri- 
| tory had not been completed. 


38. Administration—Federal 
: Both the Welfare Branch and the Health Branch of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare take part in the federal administration of the Dis- 
abled Persons Act. The former deals with the financial aspects of the plan for 
paying allowances to disabled persons and the latter, with the medical features. 
Physicians representing the federal government are in direct contact with 
the provincial authorities. The provinces employ their own medical officers. 
The general procedure is for federal and provincial physicians to operate as a 
medical review board. Such a board may include other persons capable of 
assisting with medical decisions. 


Federal and provincial medical officers may agree that special examinations 
are necessary and where such examinations are made the cost is shared equally, 
provided Canada and the province have made an agreement to that effect. 
Agreements covering the sharing of these medical costs were in effect with 8 
provinces during 1955-56. Where the medical officers can not reach a decision 
the services of a medical referee may be obtained, the cost of his services being 
payable in the same manner as the cost of special examinations. 

There is a continuous examination of provincial decisions by federal exam- 
iners in the provinces and an audit of provincial accounts at Ottawa. 


4, Administration—Provincial 

In each province there is a provincial authority appointed by the provincial 
government to administer allowances for disabled persons.

With a view to a meeting of the Advisory Board at a later date, the Minister 
of National Health and Welfare called a meeting in Ottawa of the physicians 
representing the federal government, at the same time extending an invitation 
to provincial medical and administrative officials connected with the plan to 
attend. The purpose of the meeting was to discuss with the physicians respons- 
ible for making decisions on medical evidence submitted with applications for- 
disabled persons allowances, the experience with the medical aspects of the plan 
based on a year’s operations under existing regulations. 

The meeting was held on February 9 and 10, 1956. A number of the prov- 
inces sent their medical review board personnel and several provincial adminis- 
trators were also present. Agreement was reached on more uniform methods of 
interpreting medical evidence and, in some instances, ‘on certain changes in 
interpretation that have the effect of broadening the range of eligibility. The 
conclusions of the meeting will be taken into account in future discussions 
with the provinces on any recommended alterations in the Disabled Persons 
Regulations. 


6. Medical Statistics 


From the inception of the act to March 31, 1956, a total of 28,577 applica- 
tions were approved by the provincial authorities. However, as medical statistics 
for all these had not been received from all provinces only 21,603 approved cases” 
were analyzed. 

Disabilities are coded by provincial medical review boards from an adapta- 
tion of the International Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death 
and are analyzed by the Research and Statistics Division of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare. A bulletin presenting complete detailed analysis 
by age, sex and disability, not only for those approved but also those rejected 
for medical reasons, deferred or referred for rehabilitation, was in the course of 
preparation at the end of the year. 

A summary of the primary disabilities of 21,603 of those approved up to 
the end of the fiscal year is given in the table that follows. It will be noted that 
the two largest classes, Mental, Psychoneurotic and Personality Disorders and 
Diseases of the Nervous System and Sense Organs, with 12,540 cases, accounted 
for 58 per cent of all primary disabilities analyzed. Also, the seven disabilities 
which were reported most frequently—mental deficiency, arteriosclerotic and 
degenerative heart disease, rheumatoid arthritis and allied conditions, late effects _ 
of acute poliomyelitis, epilepsy, other cerebral paralysis and multiple sclerosis— 
accounted for 12,020 cases or 55.6 per cent of the total.

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Report to Parliament on Allowances for Disabled Persons 
FISCAL YEAR 1956-57 


1. Operations during the Fiscal Year 


Allowances for disabled persons were paid during the fiscal year 1956-57 
by the ten provinces and the Northwest Territories. The total number of 
recipients as at March 31, 1957, was 31,835. Federal payments to the provinces 
for the fiscal year amounted to $7,167,352.38. 


The provincial authorities reported 17,073 applications considered during the 
twelve month period. Of this number, 8,925 were approved, 7,564 were declined 
and 584 were not completed. There were 42 recipients who attained the age of 
seventy years and qualified for pensions under the Old Age Security Act. 


An application may be declined for any one of a number of reasons. In 
addition to being totally and permanently disabled as defined by the regulations, 
an applicant must fulfil certain requirements as to age, residence and income. 
There are restrictions on the payment of allowances to persons in institutions. 
The receipt of assistance, pension or allowance under certain other welfare Acts 
debars the applicant from receiving a disabled persons allowance. 


In the majority of cases where the application was declined the applicant was 
not considered as being totally and permanently disabled. The number of such 
cases was 6,349. The remaining 1,215 were rejected for other reasons, the most 
important being excess income and refusal to furnish information. Of the 
584 applications not completed, there were 388 where the applications were 
withdrawn and 196 where the applicants died. 


Federal payments to the provinces and the Northwest Territories from 
January 1, 1955, the date on which the Disabled Persons Act came into force, to 
March 31, 1957, amounted to $13,251,797.87. The number of recipients who 
became eligible within the same period to receive pensions under the Old Age 
Security Act and were transferred to that Act was 56.

2. Amendments to the Act 


On March 14, 1957, the Minister of Finance, in his Budget Address, announced 
the Government’s intention to seek amendments to the Act which would authorize 
an increase, effective July 1, 1957, in the maximum allowance shareable with the 
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provinces from $40 to $46 a month. The amounts of maximum income allowed, 
including the allowance, were also to be increased from $720 a year to $840 in 
the case of an unmarried person, from $1,200 to $1,380 in the case of a married 
person and from $1,320 to $1,740 in the case of a married person with a blind 
spouse. 


Legislative authority had not been provided at the end of the fiscal year but 
shortly thereafter the Act was amended. 


3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


During the fiscal year 1956-57, an agreement between Canada and the Yukon 
Territory was completed, effective from October 1, 1956. There were no federal 
payments under the agreement during the fiscal year 1956-57 as no accounts were 
received from the territorial authority. 


The agreements with the ten provinces and the Northwest Territories 
continued in operation throughout the fiscal year without any changes. 


Implementation of the increase in the maximum allowance and the increases 
in the maximum income allowed announced in March 1957, will require amend- 
ments to the agreements. At the end of the fiscal year several provinces had 
indicated their intention of amending their agreements. 


4. Administration—F ederal 


Responsibility for federal administration of disabled persons allowances is 
divided between the two branches of the Department of National Health and 
Welfare. The financial side of the administration comes under the Old Age 
Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch and the medical side under the Medical 
Rehabilitation and Disability Advisory Service Division in the Health Branch. 


Applications for allowances are examined in the. provinces, the medical 
evidence in most cases being considered by physicians employed by the province 
and physicians employed by the Federal Government. The physicians, asa rule, 
work together as a medical review board. | 


Canada and a province may agree to share the cost of special medical exami- 
nations. During 1956-57 there were nine such agreements in effect. The cost. 
of the services of a medical referee may also be shared. These services are 
chargeable to a vote for the Medical Rehabilitation and Disability Advisory 
Service Division in the Health Branch. 


Federal examiners in the provinces review the decisions of the provincial 
authorities. Provincial accounts are examined at Ottawa. 


5. Administration—Provincial 


The provincial authorities previously appointed by the provincial govern- 
ments to administer disabled persons allowances continued in that capacity 
throughout the fiscal year. The provincial authorities, the provincial depart-

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6. Advisory Board and Regulations 


The Advisory Board established by the Disabled Persons Act met in Ottawa 
on November 5th and 6th, 1956. The Board considered a number of proposed 
changes in the Disabled Persons Regulations mainly in connection with residence, 
the calculation of income and absences from Canada. Suggested modifications 
of the definition of the expression “totally and permanently disabled” and of the 
limitations on the payment of allowances to persons in certain institutions, 
particularly hospitals and nursing homes, were also discussed. 


Proposed changes in the residence regulations applied only to persons whose 
employment required them to be absent from Canada. Where provision was 
made for disregarding absences in such cases it was suggested that persons in 
certain kinds of employment should not be required to have homes in Canada 
during their absence. 


Suggested changes in the income regulations applied almost entirely to the 
matter of calculating the income value of personal property. The amendments 
proposed would allow more frequent recalculations particularly where the personal 
property was reduced for one reason or another. It was suggested that where 
real property was purchased with personal property, the recipient should be 
allowed the more favourable calculation. The provisions of the Unemployment 
Assistance Act made necessary certain alterations in the income regulations. 


In considering absences from Canada, it was proposed that rules similar 
to those established by the Old Age Security Act should apply to disabled 


persons allowances. 


The Board considered a revised definition of the expression “totally and 


permanently disabled’’. 


In the matter of paying allowances to persons in certain institutions it was 
suggested that a longer period than 62 days should be allowed in the case of a 
recipient in a hospital. Where the recipient is in a nursing home or a private, 
public or charitable institution the allowance is payable if the whole or the greater 
part of the recipient’s maintenance is being paid by the recipient or by a member 
or members of his family. It was suggested that the same provision should 
apply where payment was made by any private individual. 


Final decisions on the proposed changes in the regulations had not yet been 
made as at March 31, 1957. 
7. Medical Statistics 

Of 8,657 cases medically reviewed and accepted for allowances in the fiscal 


year over 50 per cent were primarily disabled by either Mental, Psychoneurotic — 


and Personality Disorders or Diseases of the Nervous System and Sense Organs. 


_A summary of the most frequent primary disabilities and of the classes in 
which they are grouped is found in the following table. The most commonly 
occuring disabilities were mental deficiency, which accounted for over one quarter 


of all the cases reviewed, “other” and unspecified diseases of the heart, “other” _ 
cerebral paralysis, epilepsy, rheumatoid arthritis and allied conditions, neo- | 


plasms, arteriosclerotic and hypertensive heart disease and the late effects of 
acute poliomyelitis. 


Comparison between the 8,657 cases studied for the fiscal year 1956-57 and 
the 21,603 entrants reviewed in the first fifteen months reveals some interesting 


differences. In the earlier period, Diseases of the Nervous System and Sense | 


Organs accounted for 27.1 per cent of those reviewed; this figure fell to 20.8 


during the current year. On the other hand Diseases of the Circulatory System — 


which in the earlier period accounted for 10.5 per cent, rose to 15.7 per cent:

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON ALLOWANCES 
FOR DISABLED PERSONS 
FISCAL YEAR 1957-58 


1. Operations during the fiscal year 


_ Allowances for disabled persons were paid by the ten provinces and the 
Northwest Territories during the fiscal year 1957-58. There was authority for 
payment in the Yukon Territory but no allowances were granted within the 
year. As at March 31, 1958, there were 41,840 recipients. The federal share of 
fifty per cent of the amounts paid out for allowances during 1957-58 was 
$11,091,664.45. 

The provinces considered 20,907 applications during the twelve month 
period. Of this number, 14,068 were approved, 6,303 declined and 536 not com- 
pleted. The number of recipients who attained the age of seventy years and were 
transferred by the provinces to the administration of old age security was 66. 

Of the 6,303 applicants who failed to qualify for allowances 4,962 were 
found to be ineligible on medical grounds. In the remaining 1,341 cases the 
applicants did not fulfil other requirements of the Act. In this group there were 
708 with too much income, 169 who refused information and 107 receiving other 
forms of assistance. Of the 536 applications not completed 330 were withdrawn 
and 206 lapsed on account of the applicants having died before their cases could 
be considered. 

Federal payments to the provinces and the Northwest Territories from 
January 1, 1955, the date on which the Disabled Persons Act came into force, 
to March 31, 1958, amounted to $24,343,462.32. During the same period 122 
recipients of disabled persons allowances attained the age of seventy years and 
were transferred by the provinces to the federal administration of old age security. 

The operations of the Disabled Persons Act for the last three fiscal years 
are shown in the following summary—

The marked increase in federal payments for the fiscal year 1957-58 was 
mainly due to two amendments to the Act increasing the maximum allowance 
payable and the maximum amounts of income allowed and to amendments to 
the regulations under the Act broadening the definition of the expression ‘‘totally 
and permanently disabled”. As from July 1, 1957, the maximum allowance 
specified in the Act was increased from $40 to $46 a month. There was a second 
increase from $46 to $55 a month effective from November 1, 1957. A further 
explanation of these and other changes will be found in Parts 2 and 6 of this 
report and additional statistical information in Parts 7 to 13. 
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2. Amendments to the Act 
By section 11 of the Appropriation Act No. 4, 1957, Chapter 14, Statutes 
of Canada, 1957, (incorporating the wording of Vote No. 667 of the “Further 
Supplementary Estimates (1)” for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1958), 
Parliament amended the Disabled Persons’ Act, effective July 1, 1957, to provide 
(a) for an increase from $40 to $46 a month in the maximum allowance 
payable, and 
(b) for increases in the amounts of allowable income as follows— 
from $720 to $840 a year (unmarried) 
$1,200 to $1,380 a year (married) 
$1,320 to $1,740 a year (married with blind spouse). 


The Act was amended a second time during the fiscal year 1957-58. On 
November 1, 1957, the Minister of National Health and Welfare introduced 
the following resolution in the House of Commons— | 

“That it is expedient to introduce a measure to amend the Disabled 
Persons Act to increase to fifty-five dollars per month the maximum amount 
of allowance in respect of which payments may be made to the provinces 
under the provisions of that act, to provide, subject to regulations, for 
payments in respect of certain additional persons who are patients in insti- 
tutions, and to increase the total amount of allowable income, inclusive 
of allowance, by one hundred and twenty dollars a year in the case of an 
unmarried person and two hundred and forty dollars a year in the case of 
a@ married person.”’ 


Following a short debate on November 1 and 4, 1957, the resolution was 
reported and concurred in and thereupon the Minister moved for leave to intro- 
duce Bill No. 23 to amend the Disabled Persons Act. The motion was agreed to 
and the bill was read the first time. Its provisions were as follows— | 


An Act to Amend the Disabled Persons Act. 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House: 
of Commons of Canada, enacts ais follows: 


I. (1) Subsection (1) of section 3 of the Disabled Persons Act is re- 
pealed and the following substituted therefor: 


“8. (1) The Minister, with the approval of the Governor in Council, 
may, on behalf of the Government of Canada, make an agreement with a 
province to provide for the payment to the province, in accordance with. 
this Act and the regulations, of amounts in respect of allowances paid by 
the province pursuant to provincial law, not exceeding, in respect of any | 
recipient, fifty per cent of fifty-five dollars monthly or of the amount of| 
the allowance paid by the province monthly to the recipient, whichever is 
the lesser.” 

(2) Paragraphs (e), (f) and (g) of subsection (2) of section 3 of the said 
Act are repealed and thefollowing substituted therefor: 

“(e) is not a patient in a tuberculosis sanatorium or mental institution; | 

(f) is not a patient or resident in a hospital, nursing home, infirmary, 
home for the aged, an institution for the care of incurables, or a| 
private, charitable or public institution, except as prescribed in 
the regulations; and 

(g) is. | 

(i) an unmarried person, and his income, inclusive of allowance, 
is not more than nine hundred and sixty dollars a year, 
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(ii) married and living with his spouse, and the total income, 
inclusive of allowance, of the recipient and his spouse is not 


t -more than sixteen hundred and twenty dollars a year, or 

(iii) married and living with his spouse who is blind within the 
é meaning of the Blind Persons Act, and the total income, 
: inclusive of allowance, of the recipient and his spouse is not 


more than nineteen hundred and eighty dollars a year.” 


2. This Act shall be deemed to have come into force on the Ist day of 
November, 1957. 
‘ Bill No. 23 was passed by the House of Commons on November 5, 1957, 
and by the Senate on November 13, 1957, receiving Royal Assent on November 
1, 1957, as Chapter 5 of the Statutes of Canada, 1957. 
These are the only amendments to the Disabled Persons Act since its incep-

. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


Two amending agreements between Canada and the provinces and between 
anada and the Northwest Territories were completed during 1957-58. There 
was one with the Yukon Territory, the second amending agreement being com- 
pleted on May 28, 1958, after the close of the fiscal year 1957-58. 

_ ‘The first amending agreements dealt with the first amendments in 1957 to 
the Disabled Persons Act which increased the maximum allowance payable from 
$40 to $46 a month and also increased the amounts of income allowed as explained 
in Part 2 of this report. In the case of Newfoundland the maximum amounts 
of income allowed were increased but the maximum allowance continued at 
440 a month. 

The second agreements referred to the second amendments to the Act in 
1957 which broadened the application of the Act in certain institutional cases, 
increased the maximum allowance payable from $46 to $55 a month and increased

. Administration—F ederal 
In each case where an application is made for a disabled persons allowance 
here is medical evidence to be considered. In most provinces this work is done 
y a medical review board on which there is at least one physician employed by 
ee province and one by the Federal Government. All decisions on medical 
evidence are made in the provinces. The same applies to the financial part of 
the plan, the final decision of the provincial authority granting an allowance 
eing checked by a federal examiner in the province.

The two divisions of the Department of National Health and Welfare 
responsible for the federal administration of allowances for disabled persons are 
the Medical Rehabilitation and Disability Advisory Service Division in the 
Health Branch and the Old Age Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch. 
The former division looks after the medical part of the plan and the latter deals 
with the financial part. Provincial accounts are checked at Ottawa and payments 
to the provinces are made through the Old Age Assistance Division. 


Under the plan Canada and a province may enter into an agreement to 
share the cost of special medical examinations and also the cost of the services 
of a medical referee. The federal share under such agreements is chargeable to 
a vote for the Medical Rehabilitation and Disability Advisory Service Division 
in the Health Branch. During 1957-58 there were agreements in effect with 
nine provinces. ; 
5. Administration—Provincial 

Disabled persons allowances are provided under provincial law to the persons 
and under the conditions specified in the Disabled Persons Act and the Disabled 
Persons Regulations. Provincial authorities responsible for dealing with appli- 
cations and paying allowances must therefore take into account both the federal 
and provincial legislation. The federal Act refers to certain matters that come 
within the jurisdiction of the provincial governments and these are dealt with by 
the provincial acts. They include penalties, the prevention of assignment or 
seizure of the allowance and the protection of voting rights.

Persons wishing to obtain disabled persons allowances must apply in the 
provinces. Each provincial government has appointed a provincial authority 
to receive and consider applications. The provincial authorities make the neces- 
sary investigations and obtain all information including medical evidence. In 
considering applications they are assisted by medical advisers who deal with 
the medical facts. The provinces and the Federal Government employ physicians 
to do this work. As a rule they are both members of a medical review board. 
It is, of course, the responsibility of the provincial authority to make the final 
decision in each case. Where it grants an allowance it also arranges for the 
issue of the monthly cheques so long as the recipient is eligible to receive an 
allowance.

6. Advisory Board and Regulations 


The Disabled Persons Regulations made and established by Order in Council 
P.C. 1954-1831 of November 23, 1954, and effective from January 1, 1955, were 
amended in certain respects by Order in Council P.C. 1957-715 of May 27, 1957. 
The main amendments were with the definition of the expression “totally and 
permanently disabled”’, the calculation of income, the commencement of allow- 
ance payments and the payment of allowances to persons in institutions. The 
following is a summary of the changes made— 


1. The definition of the expression “totally and permanently disabled” 
was shortened and simplified. It now reads as follows—‘“‘For the purpose 
of the Act and these regulations, a person shall be deemed to be totally 
and permanently disabled when suffering from a major physiological, 
anatomical or psychological impairment verified by objective medical 
findings which is likely to continue indefinitely without substantial 
improvement and, as a result thereof, such person is severely limited in 
activities pertaining to normal living”’. 
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On account of the operations of the Unemployment Assistance Act 
which came into force in July, 1956, the regulation referring to relief 
had to be altered. Previously direct relief could be disregarded in 
calculating income for the purpose of paying an allowance if paid out 
of monies provided only by the municipality or the province or both, 
or by a charitable organization incorporated or registered under a law 
of a province or of the Parliament of Canada. The new regulation 
refers only to “relief, including relief paid by a charitable organization 
incorporated or registered under a law of a province or of the Parliament 
of Canada, in an amount considered reasonable by the provincial 
authority.” 


The rules in connection with the calculation of the income value of 
personal property were modified by adding new provisions allowing a 
recalculation where the recipient’s circumstances changed due to the 
spouse becoming a recipient or a pensioner under the Old Age Security 
Act, where the spouse died or where the personal property was depleted 
by medical, hospital or funeral expenses. A provision was also added 
requiring the inclusion in the income calculation of personal property 
acquired subsequent to the commencement date of the allowance. 

The provision requiring that the calculation be made under the 
Old Age Assistance Regulations during the period that the recipient’s 
spouse was in receipt of assistance was deleted. A new provision in the 
Old Age Assistance Regulations reversed the former procedure so that 
in such a case the calculation is now made under the more generous 
method provided by the Disabled Persons Regulations. 


There was a minor change in the regulation dealing with the income 
value of free board and lodging to include cases where the recipient 
was given the funds to pay the cost of his lodging by persons other 
than the recipient or his spouse. 


The regulations formerly allowed the calculation of income under the 
more generous rules applying to real property only where the real 
property was purchased with personal property derived from the sale 
of real property held at the time the allowance was granted. The amend- 
ed regulations removed this restriction. 


The section applying to the commencement of allowance was amended 
so that provision for retroactive payment does not apply to any period 
exceeding one month during which an applicant is in receipt of assistance 
in respect of which Canada has agreed to contribute under the Un- 
employment Assistance Act. The provision restricting the payment 
of a disability allowance to one month where a recipient received direct 
relief to which the Government of Canada contributed was deleted. 


The length of time during which the allowance could be paid to a recip- 
ient in a hospital was increased. The original period was sixty-two 
days in any calendar year. The new regulations allow two full months, 
excluding any portions of the months in which the recipient is admitted 
or released. 


Under the old regulations the allowance could be paid to a recipient 
in a nursing home or a private, charitable or public institution only if 
the greater part of the cost of his accommodation was being paid by 
himself or by a member or members of his family. This was broadened 
to include other relatives or private individuals. 


The provision under which a recipient could request an increase in his 
assistance was modified so that some other person could make the 
request on his behalf. 
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The amendments to the Disabled Persons Act effective November 1, 1957, 
included one which removed several types of institutions from the section of the 
Act providing for an outright prohibition and placed them in the section under 
which payment of the allowance could be made provided the conditions set forth 
in the regulations were met. The original Act included in the second group only 
hospitals, nursing homes and private, charitable or public institutions. The 
amending Act added infirmaries, homes for the aged and institutions for the 
care of incurables. | 

The changes in the Act described above required changes in the sections of 
the regulations where reference was made to institutions. By Order in Council 
P.C. 1958-392 of March 18, 1958, section 21 and subsection (2) of section 22 
were amended to include the additional institutions. 


The Advisory Board did not meet during the fiscal year 1957-58, the last 
meeting having been held on November 5 and 6, 1956. ) 


7. Medical Statistics 


Of 14,030 cases medically reviewed and accepted for allowances in the 
fiscal year nearly 41 per cent were primarily disabled by either Mental, Psycho- 
neurotic and Personality Disorders or Diseases of the Nervous System and Sense 
Organs. 

A summary of the most frequent primary disabilities and of the classes in’ 
which they are grouped is found in the following table. The most commonly 
occurring disabilities were mental deficiency, which accounted for about one. 
sixth of all the cases reviewed compared to one quarter in the preceding year, 
“other” and unspecified diseases of the heart, ‘“‘other” cerebral paralysis, epilepsy, 
rheumatoid arthritis and allied conditions, essential malignant hypertension 
with heart disease, arteriosclerotic and degenerative heart disease, and neoplasms. 

Comparison with figures for the two preceding years reveals some interesting 
trends. Mental, Psychoneurotic, and Personality Disorders, which accounted 
for 30.9 per cent of all primary disabilities reported in the first fifteen months 
and 31.5 per cent in the year 1956-57, declined to 23.5 per cent. Diseases of the 
Nervous System and Sense Organs, which constituted 27.1 and 20.8 per cent of 
all cases in 1955-56 and 1956-57 respectively, continued their downward trend 
and were 17.4 per cent in the current year. Infective and Parasitic Diseases also 
declined, from 8.1 per cent in the first fifteen months of the program to 6.0 per 
cent in each of the two following fiscal years. 


On the other hand there has been a continuous upward trend in Diseases 
of the Circulatory System. This class, which had accounted for 10.5 per cent of 
all cases in the first fifteen months, rose to 15.7 in 1956-57 and reached 21.0 per 
cent in the current year. A similar tendency was also apparent in Allergic, 
Endocrine System, Metabolic and Nutritional Diseases which increased from 
Bee 4.9 per cent for 1955-56 and 1956-57 respectively to 6.7 per cent in

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON ALLOWANCES 
FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


FISCAL YEAR 1958-59 


1. Operations during the fiscal year 


The ten provinces and the two territories provided allowances for disabled 
persons during the fiscal year 1958-59. As at March 31, 1959, there were 48,040 
recipients. Federal payments to the provinces being fifty per cent of the amounts 
paid by the provinces to recipients amounted to $15,330,368. 16. 


i Of the 25,452 applications considered by the provinces during the twelve 
month period, 11,476 were approved, 13,230 were declined and 746 were not 
completed. There were 31 recipients who attained the age of seventy years 
ere became entitled to receive pensions under the Old Age Security Act. 


In most cases where the application was declined the reason for the decision 
was that the applicant was not considered as being totally and permanently 
disabled. There were 11,771 cases of this kind during the year. Of the remain- 
ing 1,459 there were 670 where there was excess income and 206 where the 
applicant refused information. Of the 746 applications not completed, there 
were 503 where the application was withdrawn and 243 where the applicant died 
before his case had been settled. 


From January 1, 1955, the date on which the Disabled Persons Act came 
into operation, to March 31, 1959, federal payments to the provinces amounted 
to $39,673,830.48. The total number of recipients transferred to the administra- 
tion of the Old Age Security Act within the same period was 153.

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The maximum allowance payable was $40 a month to June 30, 1957. By 
an amendment to the Act the amount was increased to $46 a month from July 1, 
1957. A second amendment in the same year provided for a further increase of 
From November 1, 1957, the maximum allowance to which the 
Government of Canada will contribute its share of 50 per cent has been $55 a 
month. Payment of allowances at the highest rate throughout the twelve months 
of 1958-59 accounted for a considerable part of the increase over 1957-58 when 
the amounts varied from $40 to $55 a month. 


Further detailed statistics are shown in Parts 7 to 14 of this report. 


2. Amendments to the Act 


There were no amendments to the Disabled Persons Act during 1958-59. 
The only changes in the Act since its inception in 1955 were made by the two 
amendments of 1957. These amendments dealt with the maximum allowance, 
the maximum income allowed and the payment of disability allowances to 
persons in institutions. The following summary shows changes in the Act—

The original Act was Chapter 55, Statutes of Canada, 1954. The amend- 
ments were made by Chapter 14, Statutes of Canada, 1957 bearing the short 
title “Appropriation Act No. 4, 1957”, and Chapter 5, Statutes of Canada 
1957-58. 


3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


There were no further changes in the agreements made by Canada with the 
ten provinces and the two territories following the amendments to the agree- 
ments in 1957-58. All agreements provide for the payment of a maximum 
allowance of $660 a year and permit the maximum amounts of income allowed 
by the Act from November 1, 1957. | 


4. Administration—F ederal 


Two divisions of the Department of National Health and Welfare are 
responsible for the federal administration of allowances for disabled persons. 
The Medical Rehabilitation and Disability Advisory Service Division in the 
Health Branch deals with the medical side of the plan. The financial operations 
come under the Old Age Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch. 


As federal authorities work almost entirely with provincial records most of 
the decisions are made in the provinces. Medical doctors employed by the 
Federal Government examine the medical evidence. This evidence is, of course, 
also examined by medical doctors employed by the provinces. In most of the 
provinces the doctors work together as members of a medical review board. 


In order to qualify for a disabled persons allowance shareable by Canada an 
applicant must be able to satisfy both provincial and federal medical authorities 
that he is totally and permanently disabled as provided by the Disabled Persons 
Regulations. In the event of disagreement between federal and provincial med- 
ical authorities provision is made for the case to be referred to an independent 
medical referee whose opinion is accepted as final. 


Federal examiners in the provinces review the decisions of the provincial 
authorities on new applications granted and on cases where the allowances are 
suspended or reinstated. The purpose of all federal checks is to establish the 
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amounts payable by the Federal Government to the provinces in accordance 
with the provisions of the Disabled Persons Act. Provincial accounting records 
are examined at Ottawa. 


There is a plan for the sharing of the cost of special medical examinations 
and the cost of the services of medical referees. The plan operates under agree- 
ments between the Federal Government and the provinces, the federal share of 

one-half being chargeable to a vote for the Medical Rehabilitation and Disability 
Advisory Service Division in the Health Branch. During 1958-59 there were 
mercenaria in operation with nine provinces. 


a. Administration—Provincial 


Disabled persons allowances are administered “and paid by the provinces 
under the authority of provincial Acts. In making their decisions the provincial 
authorities must take into account the requirements of the federal Act. As

6. Advisory Board and Regulations 


i The Disabled Persons Regulations were not amended during the fiscal year 
1958-59 nor did the Advisory Board appointed by Order in Council P.C. 1956-461 
of March 22, 1956, meet during the year. However, consideration was being 
given to a meeting some time in 1959-60. 


7. Medical Statistics 


Of 11,430 cases medically reviewed and granted allowances in the fiscal 
year 67.5 per cent were primarily disabled by either Mental, Psychoneurotic 
and Personality Disorders, Diseases of the Nervous System and Sense Organs, or 
Diseases of the Circulatory System. 


A summary of the most frequent primary disabilities and of the classes in 
which they are grouped is found in the following table. Mental deficiency 
accounted for over one fifth of all cases granted allowances compared to one 
sixth in the preceding year and to one quarter in 1956-57. Other most commonly 
occurring primary disabilities were: arteriosclerotic and degenerative heart 
disease, ‘‘other’’ and unspecified diseases of heart, epilepsy, neoplasms, ‘‘other’’ 
cerebral paralysis, rheumatoid arthritis and allied conditions, essential malignant 
hypertension with heart disease, and schizophrenic disorders. 


Although classes of disability among persons granted allowances generally 
remained in the same relative position as in the preceding year, slight differences 
appeared in their respective percentages. Mental, Psychoneurotic and Per- 
sonality disorders increased from 23.5 per cent in 1957-58 to 27.5 per cent and 
Diseases of the Nervous System and Sense Organs, from 17.4 per cent to 20.0 
per cent. The latter class reversed a three year steady downward trend. Neo- 
plasms also show a slight increase, to 4.0 per cent from the 3.3 per cent in the 
preceding year, thus continuing their steadily rising trend since 1955. 

On the other hand, Diseases of the Bones and Organs of Movement declined 
from 10.7 per cent in 1957-58 to 9.3 per cent. Diseases of the Circulatory 
System decreased from 21.0 per cent in 1957-58 to 20.0 per cent, and Allergic, 
Endocrine System, Metabolic and Nutritional Diseases from 6.7 per cent to 5.3 
per cent, both classes thus going counter to the upward trend manifest in the 
past three years. However, Infective and Parasitic Diseases declined fromm | 
6.0 per cent in 1957-58 to 5.0 per cent.

8. Comparison with related Acts 


Disabled persons allowances were introduced in 1955, three years after the 
Old Age Pensions Act was superseded by the Old Age Security Act. From 
January 1, 1952, that Act has provided pensions without a means test and entirely 
at Federal Government expense to persons over seventy who had twenty years’ 
esidence in Canada. Under the Old Age Pensions Act pensions had been pro- 
vided subject to a means test for persons seventy years of age and over and for 
blind persons twenty-one years of age and over. The cost of these pensions was 
shared by the Federal Government and the provinces, on the basis of seventy- 
five per cent and twenty-five per cent respectively. 


At the same time that the Old Age Security Act came into operation two 
other new Acts were introduced, namely, the Old Age AssistancesAct and the 
Blind Persons Act. Except that they applied to younger persons the provisions 
of these two Acts differed little in their essential features from the provisions of 
he Old Age Pensions Act, both containing means tests, age and residence re- 
quirements. The federal share of blindness allowances was the same as under 
the Old Age Pensions Act, namely, seventy-five per cent. Assistance at sixty- 
five under the Old Age Assistance Act was shareable on a fifty-fifty basis. The 
latter arrangement was also adopted under the Disabled Persons Act. 


Actually each of the four Acts now in operation is entirely separate and 
distinct from the other three so far as the law itself is concerned. On the other 
hand, all four Acts are closely related, so much so that where the practice is 
authorized, a recipient under any one of the three means test Acts may, without 
any action on his part, become a recipient of a pension under the Old Age 
Security Act. By making a new application, a recipient of a blindness or dis- 
ability allowance may, at sixty-five, transfer to the simpler administration under 
the Old Age Assistance Act. 


Because of the close relationship a summary of the main features of the 
plans under the four Acts as amended may be of interest.

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON ALLOWANCES 
FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


FISCAL YEAR 1959-60 


1. Operations during the fiscal year 


During the fiscal year 1959-60 the ten provinces and the two territories 
provided allowances for disabled persons. As at March 31, 1960, there were 
49,889 recipients. Federal payments to the provinces, being fifty per cent of the 
total, amounted to $16,050,960.22 for the twelve month period. 


There were 19,313 applications for disability allowances considered by the 
provinces during the fiscal year. Of this number 7,148 were approved 11,380 were 
declined and 785 were not completed. Of the 11,380 applicants whose applications 
were declined, 10,227 failed to qualify on medical grounds. Of the 785 whose 
applications were not completed 541 withdrew their applications and 244 died 
before decisions were made. Transfers to old age security of recipients attaining 
the age of seventy years totalled 44. The relatively small number of transfers 
from disability allowances to old age security is explained largely by the fact 
that several provinces transfer recipients of disability allowances to old age 
assistance at the age of sixty-five. 


Federal payments from January 1, 1955, when the Act came into operation, 
to March 31, 1960, have amounted to $55,724,790.70. The number of recipients 
transferred to old age security within the same period was 197. 

The operations of the Disabled Persons Act over the last five years are

The maximum allowance was increased twice in 1957-58, the first increase 
being from $40 to $46 a month, effective July 1, 1957, and the second from $46 
‘to $55 a month, effective November 1, 1957. On both occasions the maximum 
amounts of income allowed were also increased.

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


There were no changes during 1959-60 in the agreements made by Canada 
with the provinces and territories. All agreements provide for the maximum 
allowance payable and the maximum amounts of income allowed as specified 
in the Act. 


A change was made in the Manitoba scheme for administration by an amend- 
ment to The Disabled Persons’ Allowances Act (Manitoba) requiring applications 
for allowances to be made to the provincial authority instead of to local author- 
ities. The effective date for this change was June 30, 1959. The scheme was 
also altered to require the medical review board to give an opinion instead of a 
decision as to whether an applicant was totally and permanently disabled. 
Both changes were approved by federal Order in Council P.C. 1959-8/1248 of 
October 1, 1959. 


4. Administration—Federal 


The financial part of federal administration of allowances for disabled 
Persons comes under the Old Age Assistance Division of the Welfare Branch of 
the Department of National Health and Welfare and the medical part, under the 
Medical Rehabilitation and Disability Advisory Service Division of the Health 
Branch of the Department. 


Decisions on applications are made in the provinces, the provincial author- 
ities being advised on the medical evidence in each case by medical doctors 
employed by the province and by the Federal Government. As a rule the doctors 
work as members of medical review boards which may include uther persons. 


Hach case where an allowance is granted is reviewed in order to decide 
whether the provincial decision was made in accordance with the provisions 
of the federal Act and regulations. Such examinations are made by federal exam- 
iners stationed in provincial offices. The staff at Ottawa audits provincial accounts 
and approves payments to the provinces. 


The Old Age Assistance Division is also responsible for matters relating ta 
provincial schemes for administration approved by the Governor in Council. 


The Federal Government has made agreements with nine provinces under, 
which the cost of special medical examinations and of the services of medical, 
referees is shared equally. The federal share is chargeable to a vote for the 
Medical Rehabilitation and Disability*Advisory Service Division. 
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Administration—Provincial 
‘ Allowances for disabled persons are paid by the provinces and territories 
the authority of provincial and territorial law. Where their payments 
e made to the persons and under the conditions specified in the Disabled 
rsons Act and the Disabled Persons Regulations the provinces and territories 
re entitled to recover fifty per cent from the Federal Government. The following

6. Advisory Board and Regulations 

The Advisory Board established by the Disabled Persons Act met in Ottawa 
on September 28th and 29th, 1959 to consider several proposed amendments 
to the Disabled Persons Regulations. However, the changes had not been imple- 
mented by March 31, 1960. 

Previous meetings were held on September 20th and 21st, 1954 and November 
5th and 6th, 1956. 

The following are the main points considered by the Advisory Board at 
its meeting in 1959 


1. Particular reference in application forms to unemployment insurance 
and relief; 


2. The procedure to be followed where a recipient refunds all amounts 
paid to him and later applies again for an allowance; 


3. An alternative income charge where it is not possible to establish the 
immediate realizable value of a mortgage or agreement for sale or where 
the value is not considered by the provincial authority to be fair and 
reasonable; 

4. A procedure for permitting the deduction of the cost of farm operating 
expenses from payments under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act; 


5. The inclusion of changes in marital status and nursing home accounts 
with items to be taken into account in deciding whether recalculations 
should be made; 

6. Provision for recalculation under the rules applying to real property 
where personal property owned by the recipient is used to acquire real 
property to be used as a home or to repair or improve real property 
either owned or acquired and used as a home; 
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7. Authority to pay allowance up to the amount to which a recipien 
is entitled for the year where the allowance is suspended at the reci 
pient’s request and later reinstated; 

8. An extension of the period of absence from Canada for which the 
allowance can be paid from 92 to 153 days; 


9. Provision for the payment of the allowance for the month in which ¢ 
recipient commences to serve a term of imprisonment and for the mont] 
he is released; 


10. Provision for paying the allowance for the month in which a recipien 
enters or leaves an institution other than a mental institution or ¢ 
tuberculosis sanatorium; 


11. The deletion of the requirement that the recipient must have bedl 
guilty of fraud or misrepresentation in order to allow recovery of ar 
overpayment by monthly deductions from payments of allowance 


12. The deletion of the provision requiring the audit of provincial account 
by the provincial auditor; 


13. Provision for the distribution between the Government of Canad: 
and the provinces of amounts recovered by federal authorities on accoun 


of sums owed to the provinces by recipients; 


14. The deletion of a special provision allowing a period of up to six months 
for investigations made during the first twelve months an agreemen’ 
was in force. | 


7. Medical Statistics 


In one-third of the 7,152 cases medically reviewed where allowances wer 
granted in 1959-60 the recipients were primarily disabled by Mental, Psycho 
neurotic and Personality Disorders and in one-fifth, by Diseases of the Nervous 
System and Sense Organs. These two classes necounted for over one-half of al 
cases. 


The most frequent primary disabilities and the classes in which they ar 
grouped are summarized in the following table. Mental deficiency was agail 
the most commonly occurring and accounted for nearly one-quarter of the casei 
where allowances were otanted, compared to one-fifth in the preceding yea 
Other primary disabilities most frequently found were arteriosclerotic anc 
degenerative heart disease, schizophrenic disorders, neoplasms, epilepsy, “other! 
cerebral paralysis and rheumatoid arthritis and ailiod conditions. 


While few major changes occur in the relative position of classes of disability 
from year to year Mental, Psychoneurotic and Personality Disorders continuec 
the upward trend of former years, rising sharply from 27.5 per cent in 1958-5 
to 33.2 per cent in 1959-60. Diseases of the Nervous System and Sense Organs 
which increased slightly from 20.0 per cent in 1958-59 to 20.8 per cent and Neo} 
plasms which rose from 4.0 per cent to 5.0 per cent, also continued a rise whick 
had begun at least two years earlier. There was a Shae increase in Diseases oj 
the Respiratory System from 2.4 to 2.6 per cent. 


Other classes of disability listed in the table show a tendency to decline) 
This is most apparent in Diseases of the Circulatory System which droppec 
from 20.0 per cent in 1958-59 to 17.3 per cent in 1959-60. Diseases of the Bone: 
and Organs of Movement decreased to 8.3 per cent from 9.3 and Infective anc 
Parasitic Diseases to 3.5 from 5.0 per cent.

8. Comparison with related Acts 


: There were no changes during 1959-60 in the federal plan for paying old 
age security at seventy or in the federal-provincial plans for providing old age 
assistance, blind persons allowances or disabled persons allowances. However, 
the speech from the Throne on January 14, 1959, referred to an amendment to 
be made to the Old Age Security Act during the 1960 session of Parliament to 
establish a basis for payment of pensions to Canadians residing outside of Canada.

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON- ALLOWANCES 
FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


FISCAL YEAR 1960-61 


. Operations during the Fiscal Year 

Allowances for disabled persons were provided throughout the fiscal year 
960-61 by the provinces and territories. The total number of recipients in 
‘anada as at March 31, 1961, was 50,650. Federal contributions to the provinces 
nd territories amounted to $16,385,819.75. The Government of Canada con- 
ributes fifty per cent of the amounts paid out by the provinces and territories 
or allowances. 


During the fiscal year 16,453 applications were considered. Of this number 
},398 were approved, 9,331 were declined and 724 were not completed. The 
yumber declined for medical reasons was 7,697. Of the 724 applications not 
sxompleted there were 512 withdrawn and 212 where the applicants died before 
Jecisions were made by the provincial authorities. There were 82 cases where 
the recipients reached seventy and were transferred to old age security. The 
number of transfers to old age security is substantially reduced by prior transfers 
to old age assistance at the age of sixty-five years. 


Federal payments from January 1, 1955, when the Act came into operation, 
to March 31, 1961, have amounted to $72,110,610.45. The number of recipients 
transferred to old age security within the same period was 279.

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


There were no changes in the agreements between Canada and the provinces 
and territories during the fiscal year 1960-61. In all agreements the maximum 
allowance payable is the amount specified in the Disabled Persons Act. The 
agreements also provide for the maximum amounts of income allowed by the 


Act. 


4. Administration—F ederal 


Federal administration of allowances for disabled persons is a responsibility 
of the Old Age Assistance Division of the Welfare Branch of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare. The Medical Rehabilitation and Disability 
Advisory Service Division of the Health Branch deals with the medical features 
of the plan. 


The provincial authorities decide upon applications for allowances. They 
are advised on medical matters by medical doctors employed by the Federal 
Government and the provinces. As a rule the doctors work as members of 
medical review boards which may include other persons. 


Federal examiners stationed in the provinces review decisions granting 
allowances and also any subsequent decisions to establish the amounts payable 
by the Federal Government to the provinces. Provincial accounts are audited 
at Ottawa. | 


The Federal Government has made agreements with nine provinces for 
sharing the cost of special medical examinations and of the services of medical 


referees. The federal share is chargeable to a vote for the Medical Rehabilitation 
and Disability Advisory Service Division. 


5. Administration—Provincial | 

Under the authority of provincial legislation, the provincial authorities 
appointed by the provincial governments decide upon applications and pay 
allowances. While the decisions of provincial authorities must be made in accord- 
ance with the federal legislation if the province is to collect the federal contri- 
bution of fifty per cent, their payments to recipients are made under the authority 
of provincial legislation which, as at March 31, 1961, was as follows—

;. Advisory Board and Regulations 

Following a meeting on September 28 and 29, 1959, of the Advisory Board 
stablished by the Act, the Disabled Persons Regulations were amended with 
ffect from July 1, 1960, by Order in Council P.C. 1960-898, of June 29, 1960.

The deletion of the requirement that the recipient must have been 
guilty of fraud or misrepresentation 1n order to allow recovery of an 
overpayment by monthly deductions from payments of allowance; 
The deletion of the provision requiring the audit of provincial accounts 
by the provincial auditor;

Following the amendments the Disabled Persons Regulations were con 
solidated. The regulations made by Order in Council P.C. 1954-1831 of Novembe 
23, 1954, as amended, were revoked and the consolidated regulations approvec 
by Order in Council P.C. 1960-1714 of December 16, 1960. 


Previous meetings of the Advisory Board were held on September 20 anc 


21, 1954 and November 5 and 6, 1956. 


7. Medical Statistics 


Medical statistics for 1960-61 for 6,448 new cases where disability allow 
ances were granted are strikingly similar to those for the immediately preceding 
year. The following table sets out for 1960-61 the most frequently occurring 
primary disabilities and the disability classes into which they fall.

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Not only are the five principal classes of disabilities in the same order, but 
he percentage of recipients in each of these classes was almost the same for the 
wo years. The figures are as follows, with the percentages for 1959-60 in brackets: 
fental, Psychoneurotic and Personality Disorders, 33.6 per cent (33.2); Diseases 
f the Nervous System and Sense Organs, 20.3 per cent (20.8); Diseases of the 
“irculatory System, 17.9 per cent (17.3); Diseases of the Bones and Organs of 
flovement 7.7 per cent (8.3), and Neoplasms, 5.0 per cent (5.0). Allergic, En- 
ocrine System, Metabolic and Nutritional Diseases increased from 3.1 per 
ent in 1959-60 to 4.0 in 1960-61 and Infective and Parasitic Diseases from 3.5 
er cent to 3.9 while Diseases of the Respiratory System remained at 2.6 per 
ent. 

The most common primary disability was mental deficiency, found in just 
ver 25 per cent of all cases, a slight rise over the preceding year. This was 
ollowed by arteriosclerotic and degenerative heart disease, neoplasms, schizo- 
hrenic disorders, epilepsy, “other” cerebral paralysis, and rheumatoid arthritis 
nd allied conditions. This order is the same as in the preceding year except 
or the reversal in the relative positions of schizophrenic disorders and neoplasms. 


3. Comparison with Related Acts 

The three federal-provincial plans providing old age assistance, allowances 
or blind persons and allowances for disabled persons were not changed during 
1960-61. However, the federal plan for paying old age security at seventy was 
thanged to provide that payments could continue in the case of a pensioner 
yutside of Canada if such pensioner had been in Canada for at least 25 years 
ufter attaining the age of 21 years. The amending Act, Chapter 34, Statutes of 
Janada, 1960, was given Royal Assent on July 7, 1960. The amendment was 
ffective from July 1, 1960.

~ FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


FISCAL YEAR 1961—62 


1. Operations during the Fiscal Year 


Allowances for disabled persons are payable in all parts of Canada to the 
persons and under the conditions specified in the Disabled Persons Act and the 
Disabled Persons Regulations. As at March 31, 1962, the number of recipients 
was 50,029. Federal contributions to the provinces and territories representing 
fifty per cent of the expenditure for the fiscal year amounted to $16,433,610.63. 

There were 15,441 applications considered and of this number 4,624 were 
approved, 10,104 were declined and 713 were not completed. The number declined 
for medical reasons was 8,470. Of the applications not completed 549 were with- 
drawn and 164 were not settled prior to the date of the applicant’s death. There 
were 110 recipients who attained the age of seventy and were granted old age 
security paid wholly by the Government of Canada. 

Federal payments from January 1, 1955 to March 31, 1962, have amounted to 
$88,544,221.08. In the same period 389 persons to whom disabled persons allow- 
ances had been granted were transferred to the administration of the Old Age 
Security Act. The number of such transfers is reduced by the granting of old age 


assistance to a substantial number of recipients of disability allowances at the 


age of sixty-five years.

The maximum allowance was increased twice in 1957—58, the first increase 
being from $40 to $46 a month, effective July 1, 1957, and the second from $46 


to $55 a month, effective November 1, 1957. In 1961-62 there was a further 


increase from $55 to $65 a month, effective February 1, 1962. On all three occa- 
sions the maximum amounts of income allowed were also increased. 

Further statistical information furnished by the provinces will be found in 
Parts 10 to 15 of this report.

2. Amendments to the Act 


In the Speech from the Throne of January 18, 1962, reference was made to 
legislation to increase the amount to which the Federal Government would 
contribute under the Disabled Persons Act. 

The following Government Notice of Motion was published in Votes and 
Proceedings of January 25, 1962. 

January 25 — The Minister of National Health and Welfare: 

That the House do go into Committee of the Whole at its next sitting to con- 
sider the following proposed resolution which has been recommended to the House 
by His Excellency:— 

That it is expedient to introduce a measure to amend the Disabled Persons 
Act to increase to sixty-five dollars per month the maximum amount of allowance 
in respect of which payments may be made to the provinces under the provisions 
of that Act, and to increase the total amount of allowable income, inclusive of 
allowance, by one hundred and eighty dollars a year in the case of an unmarried 
person and three hundred and sixty dollars a year in the case of a married person. 

The proposed resolution was debated in the House of Commons on February 
8th and 9th, was reported and concurred in. Thereupon the Minister moved for 
leave to introduce Bill No. C62 to amend the Disabled Persons Act. The Motion 
was agreed to and the Bill read the first time. The Bill was as follows —

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


Before amendments to the Disabled Persons Act can become effective in a 


province, the agreement made by the province with Canada must be amended. 


Following the amendments of 1962 and prior to or shortly after the close of 
the fiscal year, the agreements with all provinces and the Yukon Territory were 
amended to provide for the payment of a maximum allowance of $780 a year ($65 
a month) and to permit the amounts of maximum income as shown in the Act as 
amended. 

Eight provinces and the Yukon Territory amended their agreements with 


effect from February 1, 1962. British Columbia and Newfoundland specified April 


1, 1962, as the effective date. At March 31, 1962, the matter of completing amend- 
ing agreements was under consideration in the Northwest Territories.

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The Order in Council authorizing the Minister of National Health and Welfare 
to sign the agreements on behalf of the Government of Canada was P.C. 1962—222 
of February 16, 1962. 

4. Administration — Federal 

The Old Age Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare is responsible for the financial part of the adminis- 
tration of allowances for disabled persons. The medical part is the responsibility 
of the Medical Rehabilitation Division in the Health Branch. 

In dealing with applications for disability allowances the provincial author- 
ities are advised on medical matters by medical doctors employed by the prov- 
inces and by the Federal Government. The general arrangement is for the doctors 
employed by the two governments to work together as members of medical review 
boards. 

On the financial side, federal examiners stationed in the provinces review 
all decisions made by the provincial authorities granting allowances on new 
applications or revising previous decisions. Provincial accounts are examined at 
Ottawa. The two operations provide a continuous check on the amounts charged 
by the provinces to the Federal Government. 

Provision is made for federal sharing of the cost of special medical exam- 
inations and of the services of medical referees. The amount is chargeable to a 
vote for the Medical Rehabilitation Division. Agreements under this plan have 
been made with nine provinces. 


5. Administration — Provincial 


Provincial authorities appointed by the provincial governments grant and 
pay disabled persons allowances. In order for the provinces to receive the federal 
share of fifty per cent, allowances must be administered in accordance with the 
conditions set forth in the federal legislation, Authority to pay the allowances, 
however, is contained in provincial legislation which, as at March 31, 1962, was

7, Medical Statistics 


The following table presents a summary of the disabilities among the 4,639 


_ persons granted allowances in the fiscal year 196162. The five leading disability 


11 


classes are the same as those for the two immediately preceding years and are 
also found in the same order. Further, except for a slight rise in the percentage 
of disabilities falling to Mental, Psychoneurotic and Personality Disorders, anc 
a small drop in the percentage found in Diseases of the Circulatory System, the 
percentages are close to those for the previous fiscal year. 

Mental deficiency continues to be by far the most common primary disability, 
over 25 per cent of all cases, followed by arteriosclerotic and degenerative heart 
disease, schizophrenic disorders and neoplasms. These four primary disabilities 
were also the most frequent among persons granted allowances in the two imme: 
diately preceding years.

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON ALLOWANCES 
FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1962-63 


1, Operations during the Fiscal Year 

Disabled persons allowances were provided in all provinces and the terri- 
tories during the fiscal year. The number of recipients as at March 31, 1963, 
was 50,621. Federal payments of one-half of the provinces’ and territories’ 
expenditure for allowances amounted to $19,634,312.71. 

During 1962-63 provincial authorities considered 17,659 applications. There 
were 5,451 approved, 11,428 declined and 780 not completed. The number de- 
clined for medical reasons was 10,237. Of the 780 not completed 607 were with- 
drawn. In the remaining 173 cases the applicants died before decisions had been 
made on their applications. There were 111 recipients transferred to old age 
security on reaching age seventy. The small number is mainly due to the fact 
that recipients apply for old age assistance at age sixty-five. 

From January 1, 1955, the date when the Disabled Persons Act came into 
operation, to March 31, 1963, federal payments have totalled $108,178,533.79. 
The number of recipients transferred to old age security in the same period 
was 500.

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


Following amendments to the Act effective February 1, 1962, increasing 
the maximum allowance and the maximum amounts of income allowed, the agree- 
ments with the ten provinces and the Yukon Territory were amended to provide 
for the additional benefits authorized. The agreement with the Northwest 
Territories was similarly amended in 1962-63 with effect from July 1, 1962. 


4. Administration — Federal 

The Old Age Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch of the Department 
of National Health and Welfare is responsible for the federal administration 
of disabled persons allowances. The medical features of the plan are the respon- 
sibility of the Medical Rehabilitation Division in the Health Branch. Medical 
decisions on applications are made by medical doctors employed by the provinces 
and by the Federal Government. There are agreements with nine provinces for 
sharing the cost of special medical examinations and the services of medical 
referees,

7. Medical Statistics 


The following table presents a summary of the disabilities among the 5,445 | 
persons granted allowances in the fiscal year 1962-63. The five leading dis- — 
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ability classes are the same as those for the three immediately preceding fiscal 
years and are found in the same order. 


Mental deficiency continues to be by far the most common primary disability, 
over 25 per cent of all cases, followed by arteriosclerotic and degenerative 
heart disease, neoplasms and schizophrenic disorders. These four primary dis- 


abilities were also the most frequent among persons granted allowances in the 
fiscal years 1960-61 and 1961-62.

ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1963—64 


1. Operations during the Fiscal Year 

Disabled persons allowances were provided in all provinces and the terri- 
tories during the fiscal year. The number of recipients as at March 31, 1964, was 
51,671. Federal payments of one-half of the provinces’ and territories’ expendi- 
ture for allowances amounted to $20,206,542.99. 

During 1963—64 provincial authorities considered 17,268 applications. There 
were 5,635 approved, 10,900 declined and 733 not completed. The number de- 
clined for medical reasons was 9,766. Of the 733 not completed 510 were with- 
drawn. In the remaining 223 cases the applicants died before decisions had been 
made on their applications. There were 149 recipients transferred to old age 
security on reaching age seventy. The small number is mainly due to the fact 
that recipients apply for old age assistance at age sixty-five.

2. Amendments to the Act 


During the fiscal year the Act was amended with effect from December 1, 

1963 to increase the maximum payment in which the Government of Canada may 

share from $65 to $75 a month and to increase the maximum amounts of income 

allowed by $120 a year in the case of an unmarried person and $240 a year in the 
case of a married person. 

Bill C-125 was passed by the House of Commons and the Senate on Decem- 

ber 12, 1963 receiving Royal Assent the same date as Chapter 26, Statutes of 

Canada, 1963.

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


Following the amendments of 1963 to the Act, the agreements with the prov- 
inces were amended to provide for the payment of a maximum allowance of $900: 
a year and to allow the increased amounts of maximum income provided by the 
Act, as amended. / 

Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and Quebec amended their pte Oa 
with effect from April 1, 1964. The effective date specified by all other provinces’ 
was December 1, 1963. At March 31, 1964, amending agreements had not been. 
completed with the Northwest Territories and the Yukon Territory. |

4. Administration — Federal 


The Old Age Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch of the Department of | 
National Health and Welfare is responsible for the examination of provincial 
decisions and accounts in connection with the payment to the provinces of the 
federal share of allowance payments. The Division also has general supervision | 
of provincial schemes for administration approved by the Governor in Council. 

The Medical Rehabilitation Division in the Health Branch of the Department | 
is responsible for the medical features of the plan. Medical decisions on appli- | 
cations are made by medical doctors employed by the provinces and by the’ 
Federal Government. There are agreements with nine provinces for sharing the. 
cost of special medical examinations and the services of medical referees. 


5. Administration — Provincial 

Disabled persons allowances are paid to recipients under the authority of 
provincial acts and territorial ordinances which must conform to the definition of 
‘provincial law’’ in the federal Act.

ceiling could not be increased prior to December 1, 1963, was exceeded. The 
amending paragraph, added to section 12(2), could not apply beyond March 31, | 
1964. 
The Advisory Board established by the Act to recommend alterations to the | 
regulations, did not meet during the fiscal year. The Board has met on September 
20 and 21, 1954, November 5 and 6, 1956 and September 28 and 29, 1959. |

7. Medical Statistics | 
The following table presents a summary of the primary disabilities among the) 
5,626 persons granted allowances in the fiscal year 1963—64. The five leading 
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disability classes are the same as those for the three immediately preceding 
fiscal years and are found in the same order. Mental, psychoneurotic and person- 
ality disorders, which has been the leading disability class since the program 
began, are found in an increasing percentage of cases. In the fiscal year 1957— 
58, 23.5 per cent of persons granted allowances were in this class. The percent- 
age has risen each year since and stood at 37.1 for those granted allowances in 
the fiscal year 1963-64. 

Mental deficiency continues to be the most common primary disability, being 
found in over 25 per cent of all cases, followed by arteriosclerotic and degenera- 
tive heart disease, neoplasms and schizophrenic disorders. These four primary 
disabilities were also the most frequent among persons granted allowances in the 
fiscal years 1961-62 and 1962-63.

ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1964—65 


1, Operations during the Fiscal Year 


Disabled persons allowances were provided in all provinces and the terri- 
tories during the fiscal year. The number of recipients as at March 31, 1965, was 
53,103. Federal payments of one-half of the provinces’ and territories’ expendi- 
ture for allowances amounted to $23,365,493.13. 

During 1964-65 provincial authorities considered 14,532 applications. There 
were 6,344 approved, 7,518 declined and 670 not completed. The number de- 
clined for medical reasons was 6,208. Of the 670 not completed 528 were with- 
drawn. In the remaining 142 cases the applicants died before decisions had been 
made on their applications. There were 188 recipients transferred to old age 
security on reaching age seventy. The small number is mainly due to the fact 
that recipients apply for old age assistance at age sixty-five.

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 

Following amendments to the Act effective December 1, 1963, increasing 
the maximum allowance and the maximum amounts of income allowed, the agree- 
ments with the ten provinces were amended during 1963-64 to provide for the 


additional benefits authorized. The agreements with the Territories were similarly 
amended during 1964-65, the effective date being December 1, 1963, in the case | 


of the Yukon Territory and April 1, 1964, in the case of the Northwest Territories. 


4. Administration — Federal 

The Old Age Assistance Division in the Welfare Branch of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare is responsible for the examination of provincial 
decisions and accounts in connection with the payment to the provinces of the 
federal share of allowance payments. The Division also has general supervision 
of provincial schemes for administration approved by the Governor in Council. 

The Medical Rehabilitation Division in the Health Branch of the Department 
is responsible for the medical features of the plan. Medical decisions on appli- 
cations are made by medical doctors employed by the provinces and by the 
Federal Government. There are agreements with nine provinces for sharing the 
cost of special medical examinations and the services of medical referees. 


5. Administration — Provincial 

Disabled persons allowances are paid to recipients under the authority of 
provincial acts and territorial ordinances which must conform to the definition of 
““provincial law’’ in the federal Act.

The five leading disability classes are the same as those for the three immedi- — 
ately preceding fiscal years and are found in the same order. 


Mental deficiency continues to be by far the most common primary dis- 
ability, 27.7 per cent of all cases, followed by arteriosclerotic and degenerative | 
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heart disease, schizophrenic disorders and neoplasms. These four primary dis- 
abilities were also the most frequent among persons granted allowances in the 


fiscal years 1962—63 and 1963-64.

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8. Comparison with Related Acts 

The information given below relates to four Acts, the Old Age Security 
Act, Old Age Assistance Act, Blind Persons Act and Disabled Persons Act. 
These Acts provide for benefit payments, subject to varying conditions, to 
specific groups where need is most likely to be fairly general and permanent, 
The purpose of the information is to provide a ready reference showing the 


most important features of each of the four welfare programs as they were at 
March 31, 1965,

1954 Disabled Persons Act passed by Parliament—Date of Assent June 26, 1954. 


1954 Disabled Persons Act brought into operation by Proclamation as of January 
11955. 


1957 Disabled Persons Act amended to increase from July 1, 1957, the maximum 
allowance from $40 to $46 a month and to increase the maximum amounts 
of income allowed—Date of Assent April 12, 1957. 


1957 Definition of the expression ‘‘totally and permanently disabled’’ shortened 
and simplified by an amendment to the Disabled Persons Regulations 
made by Order in Council P.C. 1957—715 of May 27, 1957, with effect 
from July 1, 1957. 


1957 Disabled Persons Act amended as from November 1, 1957, to increase the 
maximum allowance payable from $46 to $55 a month, to increase the 
maximum amounts of income allowed and to alter an outright prohibition 
applying to certain institutions toa conditional authority to grant allow- 
ances—Date of Assent November 21, 1957. 


1962 Disabled Persons Act amended as from February 1, 1962, to increase the 
maximum allowance payable from $55 to $65 a month and to increase 
the maximum amounts of income allowed—Date of Assent February 15, 
1962. 


1963 Disabled Persons Act amended as from December 1, 1963, to increase the 
maximum allowance payable from $65 to $75 a month and to increase the 
maximum amounts of income allowed — Date of Assent December 12,

ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1965-66 


Operations during the Fiscal Year 


In 1965, the Old Age Security Act was amended to lower the eligible 
from 70 to 65 effective January 1966. This reduction in pensionable age 
. continue, one year at a time, until January, 1970, when the Old Age 
urity pension will be paid at age 65. The payment of old age security at 
69, beginning January 1, 1966, resulted in a small reduction in the 
iber of recipients of disabled persons allowances from January to March 
reduced federal expenditure for this program in the fiscal year. 


Federal expenditure under the Disabled Persons Act was further 
uced by the discontinuance, beginning April 1, 1965, of payments to 
bec in accordance with a supplementary agreement between Canada and 
province under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 
1 effect of this Act and agreement is to make the disabled persons allow- 
es program one wholly financed and administered by the province with 
funds formerly paid under the Disabled Persons Act being received 
vugh a tax abatement to the province. The program continues to be 
linistered, however, in accordance with the provisions set out in the 
and Regulations. 


For 1965-66, federal payments under the Disabled Persons Act to 
2 provinces and the two territories amounted to $14,979, 429.30. If 
ments to Quebec had continued during 1965-66, the amount payable to 
| province would have been $8, 821, 586.43, and the total for Canada 
Id have been $23, 801,015.73. As at March 31, 1966, the number of 
ipients in all provinces and the territories was 54,191. 


_ Of the 13,975 applications dealt with by the provincial authorities 

ing the year, 6,442 were approved, 6,845 were not approved and 688 

‘e not completed. The lack of approval was due, in most cases, to 

ure to meet the medical test. There were 449 recipients who were 

nted federal pensions under the Old Age Security Act. The small 

tber is mainly due to the fact that recipients apply for old age assistance 


ge sixty-five.

Mental deficiency continues to be by far, the most common primary 
ability, 27.4 per cent of all cases, followed by arteriosclerotic and 
enerative heart disease with 7.0 per cent, schizophrenic disorders with

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON 
ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1966-67 


1. Operations during the Fiscal Year 


The Disabled Persons Act provides for federal sharing under agreements, 
of 50 per cent of the amounts paid by the provinces for allowances to disabled 
persons age 18 and over. The provinces pay disability allowances to recipi- 
ents under the authority of provincial legislation but in accordance with the 
provisions of the federal Act. 


The Act specifies $75 a month as the maximum amount in which the 
Government of Canada may share. The maximum amounts of income allowed 
by the Act, including any allowance payable, are $1,260 a year in the case 
of an unmarried person, $2,220 a year in the case of a married person and 
$2,580 a year in the case of a married person with a blind spouse. Agree- 
ments between the Government of Canada and provincial governments 
stipulate these amounts. 


Federal expenditure under the Disabled Persons Act was reduced during 
the year by the discontinuance of payments to Quebec in accordance with a 
supplementary agreement between Canada and the province under the Estab- 
lished Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act which came into force April 1, 
1965. Asa result of this agreement the funds formerly paid under the 
Disabled Persons Act to Quebec are being received through a tax abatement 
to the province. The program continues to be administered, however, with 
the provisions set out in the Act and Regulations, 


For 1966-67, federal payments under the Disabled Persons Act to nine 
provinces and the two territories amounted to $15, 026,378.84. If payments 
to Quebec had continued during 1966-67, the amount payable to that province 
would have been $8, 535, 523. 85, and the total for Canada would have been 
$23,561,902,69. As at March 31, 1967, the number of recipients in all 
provinces and the territories was 53 803. 


Of the 14, 280 applications dealt with by the provincial authorities 
during the year, 5,759 were approved, 7,735 were not approved and 786 were 
not completed. The lack of approval was due, in most cases, to failure to 
meet the medical test. There were 426 recipients who were granted federal 
Pensions under the Old Age Security Act. The small number is mainly due 
to the fact that recipients apply for old age assistance at age sixty-five.

Ve. Amendments to the Act 


During the fiscal year the Act was amended with effect from April 1, 
1966. The amendment provides that provinces that sign agreements under 
the Canada Assistance Plan may discontinue acceptance of applications for 
disabled persons allowances and may also transfer current recipients of 
allowances to a provincial program coming under the Plan provided that they 
receive comparable or greater benefits.

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


The agreements made by Canada with the provinces and territories 
in accordance with the provisions of the Disabled Persons Act were not 
amended during 1966-67. The agreement made in 1965-66 with Quebec 
under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act did not alter 
the operation of the disabled persons allowance program in the province 
except as to the manner in which the program is financed. 


4. Administration -- Federal 


The Canada Assistance Plan Division in the Welfare Assistance and 
Services Branch of the Department of National Health and Welfare is 
responsible for the examination of provincial decisions and accounts in 
connection with the payment to the provinces of the federal share of allowance 
payments. The Division also has general supervision of provincial schemes 
for administration approved by the Governor in Council. 


The Medical Rehabilitation Division in the Health Branch of the 
Department is responsible for the medical features of the plan. Medical 
decisions on applications are made by medical doctors employed by the 
provinces and by the Federal Government. There are agreements with 
nine provinces for sharing the cost of special medical examinations and 
the services of medical referees. 


5. Administration -- Provincial 


Disabled persons allowances are paid to recipients under the authority 
of provincial acts and territorial ordinances which must conform to the 
definition of "provincial law" in the federal Act.

Mental deficiency continues to be by far, the most common primary 
jisability, 28.6 per cent of all cases, followed by arteriosclerotic and 
jegenerative heart disease with 6.7 per cent, schizophrenic disorders with 
s.6 per cent and neoplasms with 5.8 per cent. These four primary disa- 
nilities were also the most frequent among persons granted allowances in 
the fiscal years 1964-65 and 1965-66. 


Bs Comparison with Related Acts 


The information given on page 17 relates to four Acts, the Old Age 
Security Act, Old Age Assistance Act, Blind Persons Act and Disabled 
Persons Act. These Acts provide for benefit payments, subject to varying 
conditions, to specific groups where need is most likely to be fairly general 
and permanent. The purpose of the information is to provide a ready 
reference showing the most important features of each of the four welfare 
programs as they were at March 31, 1967.

Fiscal Year 1967—68 


|. Operations during the Fiscal Year 


The Disabled Persons Act provides for federal sharing under agreements, of 50 per cent of 
he amounts paid by the provinces for allowances to disabled persons age 18 and over. The 
rovinces pay disability allowances to recipients under the authority of provincial legislation 
ut in accordance with the provisions of the federal Act. 


The Act specifies $75 a month as the maximum amount in which the Government of 
vanada may share. The maximum amounts of income allowed by the Act, including any 
llowance payable, are $1,260 a year in the case of an unmarried person, $2,220 a year in the 
ase of a married person and $2,580 a year in the case of a married person with a blind spouse. 
\greements between the Government of Canada and provincial governments stipulate these 
mounts. 


Federal expenditure under the Disabled Persons Act was reduced during the year by the 
iscontinuance of payments to Quebec in accordance with a supplementary agreement between 
anada and the province under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act which 
ame into force April 1, 1965. As a result of this agreement the funds formerly paid under the 
isabled Persons Act to Quebec are being received through a tax abatement to the province. 
he program continues to be administered, however, with the provisions set out in the Act and 
‘egulations. 


Under an amendment to the Disabled Persons Act enacted in July, 1966, provinces that 
ave signed agreements under the Canada Assistance Plan may discontinue acceptance of 
pplications for Disabled Persons Allowances and may assist this group under programs for 
hich contributions are made through the Plan. They may also transfer current recipients of 
isabled persons allowances to a program coming under the Plan if they will qualify for 
omparable or greater benefits. Both of these steps were taken by Saskatchewan on April 1, 
966, by Ontario on April 1, 1967, by Prince Edward Island on May 1, 1967 and by 
ewfoundland on July 1, 1967. Alberta ceased accepting applications on January 1, 1968; 
owever, recipients then in receipt of an allowance continued to received payments under that 
ct. 


For 1967—68, federal payments under the Disabled Persons Act to nine provinces and the 
No territories amounted to $7,063,958.16. If payments to Quebec had continued during 
967—68, the amount payable to that province would have been $8,292,665.89 and the total 
or Canada would have been $15,356,624.05. As at March 31, 1968, the number of recipients 
| all provinces and the territories was 34,438.

3. Agreements with Provinces and Territories 


The agreements made by Canada with the provinces and territories in accordance with tt 
provisions of the Disabled Persons Act were not amended during 1967—68. The agreemer 
made in 1965—66 with Quebec under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act di 
not alter the operation of the disabled persons allowance program in the province except ast 
the manner in which the program is financed. 


4. Administration — Federal 


The Canada Assistance Plan Division in the Welfare Assistance and Services Branch of th 
Department of National Health and Welfare is responsible for the examination of provinci: 
decisions and accounts in connection with the payment to the provinces of the federal share c 
allowance payments. The Division also has general supervision of provincial schemes fc 
administration approved by the Governor in Council. 


The Medical Rehabilitation Division in the Health Branch of the Department i 
responsible for the medical features of the plan. Medical decisions on applications are made b' 
medical doctors employed by the provinces and by the Federal Government. There ar 
agreements with nine provinces for sharing the cost of special medical examinations and th 
services of medical referees.

6. Advisory Board and Regulations 


Disabled Persons Regulations were amended during 1967—68 to permit provinces, by 
agreement, the exclusion in the calculation of income of the two per cent increase in benefits 
under the Old Age Security Act which became effective January 1, 1968. 


The Advisory Board ‘established by the Act to recommend alterations to the regulations, 
did not meet during the fiscal year. The Board has met on September 20 and 21, 1954, 
November 5 and 6, 1956 and September 28 and 29, 1959. 


7. Medical Statistics 

The following table presents a summary of the primary disabilities among the 2,013 
persons granted disabled persons allowances in the fiscal year 1967—68. This number is a signi- 
ficant decline from 5,751 persons granted allowances in the fiscal year 1966—67 and the decline, 
is due to the phasing out of some of the provincial programs because of the Canada Assistance | 
Plan. This process will quite likely explain the reduction in the numbers in the disability classes 
discussed below. |

Mental Deficiency continues to be by far the most common primary disability with 36.0 
yer cent of all cases, followed by Schizophrenic Disorders with 6.2 per cent, Neoplasms with 
9.6 per cent and Cerebral Embolism and Thrombosis with 4.5 per cent. These four primary 
lisabilities, with the exception of Cerebral Embolism and Thrombosis, were also the most 
requent among persons granted allowances in the fiscal years 1964-65, 1965—66 and 
1966—67. In these three preceding fiscal years the number of persons granted an allowance 
vhose disability was Arteriosclerotic and Degenerative Heart Disease was greater than the 
lumber granted to those with Cerebral Embolism and Thrombosis. 


§. Comparison with Related Acts 


The information given on page 13 relates to four Acts, the Old Age Security Act, Old Age 
\ssistance Act, Blind Persons Act and Disabled Persons Act. These Acts provide for benefit 
vayments, subject to varying conditions, to specific groups where need is most likely to be 
airly general and permanent. The purpose of the information is to provide a ready reference 
howing the most important features of each of the four welfare programs as they were at

6. ADVISORY BOARD AND REGULATIONS 


Disabled Persons Regulations were amended during 1967-68 
and again during 1968-69 to permit provinces, by agreement, 
the exclusion in the calculation of income of the two per cent 
increase in benefits under the Old Age Security Act which became 
effective January 1, 1968 and January 1, 1969. 


The Advisory Board established by the Act to recommend 
alterations to the regulations, did not meet during the fiscal 
year. The Board has met on September 20 and 21, 1954, 
November 5 and 6, 1956 and September 28 and 29, 1959. 


7 «(MEDICALE 'STATISTE RCS 


The following table presents a summary of the primary 
disabilities among the 952 persons granted Disabled Persons 
Allowances in the fiscal year 1968-69. The decline in number, 
from 2,013 persons granted allowances in the fiscal year 
1967-68, is due to the continuing phasing out of some of the 
provincial programs because of the Canada Assistance Plan. 


Mental Deficiency continues to be by far the most 
common primary disability with 38.7 per cent of all cases, | 
followed by Schizophrenic Disorders with 6.7 per cent, Cerebral 
Embolism and Thrombosis with 4.4 per cent, Cerebral Spastic 
Infantile Paralysis with 4.3 per cent, Neoplasms with 4.2 per 
cent and Arteriosclerotic and Degenerative Heart Disease with 
3.8 per cent. There were more allowances granted to persons 
whose disability was Fracture of Skull, Spine and Trunk, 3.4 
per cent, than to persons with Rheumatoid Arthritis and 
Allied Conditions which accounted for only 3.2 per cent.

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8. COMPARISON WITH RELATED ACTS 


The information given on the previous page relates to four 
Acts, the Old Age Security Act, Old Age Assistance Act, Blind 
Persons Act and Disabled Persons Act. These Acts provide for 
benefit payments, subject to varying conditions, to specific 
groups where need is most likely to be fairly general and 
permanent. The purpose of the information is to provide a 
ready reference showing the most important features of each of 
the four welfare programs as they were at March 31, 1969.

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON 
ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1969-70 


1. OPERATIONS DURING THE FISCAL YEAR 


The Disabled Persons Act provides for federal sharing under 
agreements, of 50 per cent of the amounts paid by the provinces 
for allowances to disabled persons age 18 and over. The 
provinces pay disability allowances to recipients under the 
authority of provincial legislation but in accordance with the 
provisions of the federal Act. 


The Act specifies $75 a month as the maximum amount in which 
the Government of Canada may share. The maximum amounts of 
income allowed by the Act, including any allowance payable, are 
$1,260 a year in the case of an unmarried person, $2,220 a year 
in the case of a married person and $2,580 a year in the case of 
a married person with a blind spouse. Agreements between the 
Government of Canada and provincial governments stipulate these 
amounts. 


Payments through the Department of National Health and 
Welfare to Quebec were discontinued under the terms of a supp le- 
mentary agreement between Canada and the province under the 
Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act which came into 
force April 1, 1965. As a result of this agreement the funds 
formerly paid to Quebec under the Disabled Persons Act are 
received by the province through a tax abatement. However, the 
program continued to be administered in accordance with the 
provisions set out in the Act and Regulations. 


Under an amendment to the Disabled Persons Act enacted in 
July, 1966, provinces that have signed agreements under the 
Canada Assistance Plan may discontinue acceptance of applications 
for Disabled Persons Allowances and May assist this group under 
programs for which contributions are made through the Plan. 

They may also transfer current recipients of disabled persons 
allowances to a program coming under the Plan if they will 
qualify for comparable or greater benefits. Both of these 

steps were taken by Saskatchewan on April 1, L900, bY Ontario 

on April 1, 1967, by Prince Edward Island on May 1, 1967, by 
Newfoundland on July 1, 1967 and by Nova Scotia on December 1, 
1968. Alberta ceased accepting applications on January 1, 1968; 
lowever, recipients then in receipt of an allowance continued 

to receive payments under the Act. 


For 1969-70, federal payments under the Disabled Persons 
\ct to nine provinces and the two territories amounted to 
64,402,395.19. If payments to Quebec had continued during 
1969-70, the amount payable to that province would have been 
$7,492,756.49 and the total for Canada would have been 
311,895,151.68. As of March 31, 1970, the number of recipients 
in all provinces and the territories was 295759. 


Additional statistical information furnished by the 
Provinces will be found in Parts 10 to 13 of this report. 


2. AMENDMENTS TO THE ACT 


There were no amendments to the Disabled Persons Act 
during the fiscal year 1969-70.

3. AGREEMENTS WITH PROVINCES AND TERRITORIES 


The agreements made by Canada with the provinces and 
territories in accordance with the provisions of the Disabled 
Persons Act were not amended during 1969-70. Each agreement 
provides for payment of allowances based on the maximum amount 
specified in the Act and for the maximum amounts of income, 
including allowance, allowed by the Act. 


The agreement made in 1965-66 with Quebec under the 
Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act does not alter 
the operation of the disabled persons allowance program in the 
province except as to the manner in which the program is 
financed. 


4, ADMINISTRATION - FEDERAL 


The Canada Assistance Plan Division in the Welfare 
Assistance and Services Branch of the Department of National 
Health and Welfare is responsible for the examination of pro- 
vincial decisions and accounts in connection with the payment 


to the provinces of the federal share of allowance payments. 
The Division also has general supervision of provincial schemes 
for administration approved by the Governor in Council. 


Rehabilitation Services in the Health Branch of the 
Department is responsible for the medical features of the Plan. 
Medical decisions on applications are made by medical doctors 
employed by the provinces and by the Federal Government. There 
are agreements with nine provinces for sharing the cost of 
special medical examinations and the services of medical referees. 


5. ADMINISTRATION - PROVINCIAL 


Disabled persons allowances are paid to recipients under 
the authority of provincial acts and territorial ordinances which 
must conform to the definition of "provincial law" in the federal 
Act.

PeMEDICAL STATISTICS 


The four provinces still granting Disabled Persons Allow- 
mces, namely, New Brunswick, Quebec, Manitoba and British 
‘Olumbia, approved 1,170 applications during the fiscal year 
-969-70. This was an increase of 233 or approximately 25 per 
‘ent over the previous year. In the province of Quebec alone 
here was an increase of 550 cases or 253 per cent. In Nova 
scotia the number decreased from 215 to 0 because this province 
‘iscontinued granting Disabled Persons Allowances.

As was true in previous years, Mental Deficiency with 536 
cases recorded continued to be the most common primary disability. 
It accounted 'forl46-per!cent of all° cases, and the province*of 
Quebec alone reported 352 of them. The second most common 
primary disability was Cerebral Paralysis which accounted for 
11.3 percent, of whichyS!3»per*cent were of the®*Spastic 
Infantile type. THis *was an” increase of I*péricent over the 
previous year for this type. 


Other common primary disabilities in order of their 
importance were Neoplasms with 4.1 per cent, Schizophrenic 
Disorders and Multiple Sclerosis with 3.9 per cent each, and 
Cerebral Embolism and Thrombosis with 3.7 per cent. The various 
Diseases of the Bones and Organs of Movement accounted for 
another 3.5 per cent, half of which were reported as Rheumatoid 
Arthritis and Allied Conditions. Arteriosclerotic and Degenera- 
tive Heart Disease"dropped froms3.8iper*cent to 0SOFper*cent, “ane 
Fracturesvo£f Skull; “Spine *and Drunk#iromes 4eperscent, to Tai pex 
cent, while Epilepsy remained constant at 2.6 per cent. 


8. COMPARISON WITH RELATED ACTS 


The information given on the following page relates to four 
Acts, the Old Age Security Act, Old Age Assistance Act, Blind 
Persons Act and Disabled Persons Act. These Acts provide for 
benefit payments, subject to varying conditions, to specific 
groups where need is most likely to be fairly general and perma- 
nent.

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- REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON 
ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 
Fiscal Year 1970-71 


1. OPERATIONS DURING THE FISCAL YEAR 


The Disabled Persons Act provides for federal sharing under 
agreements, of 50 per cent of the amounts paid by the provinces 
for allowances to disabled persons age 18 and over. The provinces 
pay disability allowances to recipients under the authority of 
provincial legislation but in accordance with the provisions of 
Enemiederal Act. 


The Act specifies $75 a month as the maximum amount in 
which the Government of Canada may share. The maximum amounts of 
income allowed by the Act, including any allowance payable, are 
$1,260 a year in the case of an unmarried person, $2,220 a year 
in the case of a married person and $2,580 a year in the case of 
a married person with a blind spouse. Agreements between the 
Government of Canada and provincial governments stipulate these 
amounts. 


Payments through the Department of National Health and 
Welfare to Quebec were discontinued under the terms of a supple- 
mentary agreement between Canada and the province under the 
Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act which came into 
force April 1, 1965. As a result of this agreement the funds 
formerly paid to Quebec under the Disabled Persons Act are 
received by the province through a tax abatement. However, the 
program continued to be administered in accordance with the 
provisions set out in the Act and Regulations. 


Under an amendment to the Disabled Persons Act enacted in 
July, 1966, provinces that have signed agreements under the Canada 
Assistance Plan may discontinue acceptance of applications for 
Disabled Persons Allowances and may assist this group under pro- 
grams for which contributions are made through the Plan. They 
may also transfer current recipients of disabled persons allow- 
ances to a program coming under the Plan if they will qualify for 
comparable or greater benefits. Both of these steps were taken 
by Saskatchewan on April 1, 1966, by Ontario on April 1, 1967, 
by Prince Edward Island on May 1, 1967, by Newfoundland on July 
1, 1967, by Nova Scotia on December 1, 1968 and by Quebec on 
November 1, 1970. Alberta ceased accepting applications on 
January 1, 1968; however, recipients then in receipt of an allow- 
ance continued to receive payments under the Act. 


For 1970-71, federal payments under the Disabled Persons 
Act to nine provinces and the two territories amounted to 
$3,568,829.14. As of March 31, 1971, the number of recipients in 
all provinces and the territories was 18,608. 


Additional statistical information furnished by the 
Provinces will be found in Parts 8 to 10 of this report.

3. AGREEMENTS WITH PROVINCES AND TERRITORIES 


The agreements made by Canada with the provinces and 
territories in accordance with the provisions of the Disabled 
Persons Act were not amended during 1970-71. Each agreement pro- 
vides for payment of allowances based on the maximum amount speci- 
fied in the Act and for the maximum amounts of income, including 
allowance, allowed by the Act. 


The agreement made in 1965-66 with Quebec under the 
Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act does not alter the 
operation of the disabled persons allowance program in the prov- 
ince except as to the manner in which the program is financed. 


The provinces and territories were given Notice that the 
agreements between them and Canada under the Disabled Persons Act 
are being terminated in accordance with the provisions of Section 
9(1) of the Act.

4. ADMINISTRATION - FEDERAL 


The Canada Assistance Plan Division in the Welfare Assis- 
tance and Services Branch of the Department of National Health and 
Welfare is responsible for the examination of provincial decisions 
and accounts in connection with the payment to the provinces of 
the federal share of allowance payments. The Division also has 
general supervision of provincial schemes for administration 
approved by the Governor in Council. 


Rehabilitation Services in the Health Services Branch of 
the Department is responsible for the medical features of the Plan. 
Medical decisions on applications are made by medical doctors 
employed by the provinces and by the Federal Government. There 
are agreements with nine provinces for sharing the cost of special 
medical examinations and the services of medical referees.

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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT ON 
ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1971-72 


1. OPERATIONS DURING THE FISCAL, YEAR 


The Disabled Persons Act provides for federal sharing under agree- 
ments, of 50 per cent of the amounts paid by the provinces for allowances to 
disabled persons age 18 and over. The Provinces pay disability allowances to 
recipients under the authority of provincial legislation but in accordance 
with the provisions of the federal Act. 


The Act specifies $75 a month as the maximum amount in which the 
Government of Canada may share. The maximum amounts of income allowed 
by the Act, including any allowance payable, are $1,260 a year in the case 
of an unmarried person, $2,220 a vear in the case of a married person and 
$2,580 a year in the case of a married person with a blind spouse. Agree- 
ments between the Government of Canada and provincial governments 
stipulate these amounts. 


Payments through the Department of National Health and Welfare to 
Quebec were discontinued under the terms of a supplementary agreement 
between Canada and the province under the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act which came into force April 1, 1965. Asa 
result of this agreement the funds formerly paid to Quebec under the Disabled 
Persons Act are received by the province through a tax abatement. However, 
the program continued to be administered in accordance with the provisions 
set out in the Act and Regulations. 


Under an amendment to the Disabled Persons Act enacted in July, 1966, 
provinces that have signed agreements under the Canada Assistance Plan may 
discontinue acceptance of applications for Disabled Persons Allowances and 
may assist this group under programs for which contributions are made 
through the Plan. They may also transfer current recipients of disabled 
persons allowances to a program coming under the Plan if they will qualify 
for comparable or greater benefits. Both of these steps were taken by 
Saskatchewan on April 1, 1966, by Ontario on April 1, 1967, by Prince 
Edward Island on May 1, 1967, by Newfoundland on July 1, 1967, by Nova 
Scotia on December 1, 1968 and by Quebec on November 1, 1970. Alberta 
ceased accepting applications on January 1, 1968; however, recipients then 
in receipt of an allowance continued to receive payments under the Act. 


For 1971-72, federal payments under the Disabled Persons Act to nine 
Provinces and the two territories amounted to $3,203,230.16. As of March 
31, 1972, the number of recipients in all provinces and the territories was 


9,468.

ALLOWANCES FOR DISABLED PERSONS 


Fiscal Year 1973-74 


1. OPERATIONS DURING THE FISCAL YEAR 


The Disabled Persons Act provides for federal sharing under agreements, of 
50 per cent of the amounts paid by the provinces for allowances to disabled 
persons age 18 and over. The provinces pay disability allowances to recipients 
under the authority of provincial legislation but in accordance with the 
provisions of the federal Act. 


The Act specifies $75 a month as the maximum amount in which the Government 
of Canada may share. The maximum amounts of income allowed by the Act, including 
any allowance payable, are $1,260 a year in the case of an unmarried person, 
$2,220 a year in the case of a married person and $2,580 a year in the case of a 
married person with a blind spouse. Agreements between the Government of Canada 
and provincial governments stipulate these amounts. 


Payments through the Department of National Health and Welfare to Quebec 
were discontinued under the terms of a supplementary agreement between Canada and 
the province under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act which came 
into force April 1, 1965. As a result of this agreement the funds formerly paid 
to Quebec under the Disabled Persons Act are received by the province through a 
tax abatement. However, the program continues to be administered in accordance 
with the provisions set out in the Act and Regulations. 


Under an amendment to the Disabled Persons Act enacted in July, 1966, 
provinces that have signed agreements under the Canada Assistance Plan may dis- 
continue acceptance of applications for Disabled Persons Allowances and may 
assist this group under programs for which contributions are made through the 
Plan.

_ For 1973-74, federal payments under the Disabled Persons Act to nine 
provinces and the two territories amounted to $2,250,403.10. As of March Si, 
1974, the number of recipients in all provinces and the territories was 4,369.

‘Payments through the Department of National Health and Welfare to Quebec 
were discontinued under the terms of a supplementary agreement between Canada and 
the province under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act which came 
into force April 1, 1965. As a result of this agreement the funds formerly paid 
to Quebec under the Disabled Persons Act are received by the province through a 
tax abatement. However, the program continues to be administered in accordance 
with the provisions set out in the Act and Regulations. 


Under an amendment to the Disabled Persons Act enacted in July, 1966, 
provinces that have signed agreements under the Canada Assistance Plan may dis- 
continue acceptance of applications for Disabled Persons Allowances and may 
assist this group under programs for which contributions are made through the 
Plan. They may also transfer current recipients of disabled persons allowances 
to a program coming under the Plan if they will qualify for comparable or greater 
benefits. Both of these steps were taken by Saskatchewan on April 1, 1966, by 
Ontario on April 1, 1967, by Prince Edward Island on May 1, 1967, by Newfoundland 
on July 1, 1967, by Nova Scotia on December 1, 1968, by Quebec on November 1, 1970, 
by the Northwest Territories on April 1, 1973, by British Columbia on June l, 
1973, by the Yukon Territory on December 1, 1974 and by New Brunswick on April 1, 
1975. Alberta ceased accepting applications on January 1, 1968; however, 
recipients then in receipt of an allowance continued to receive payments under 
the Act. 


For 1975-76, federal payments under the Disabled Persons Act to nine 
provinces and the two territories amounted to $1,096,662.74. As of March 31, 
1976, the number of recipients in all provinces and the territories was 1,566. 


Additional statistical information furnished by the Provinces will be 
found in Parts 6 to 8 of this report. 
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2. AMENCMENTS TO THE ACT 


There were no amendments to the Disabled Persons Act during the fiscal 
year 1975-76. Since the inception of the A-t, the main provisions relating to 
eligibility have been as follows:

3. AGREEMENTS WITH PROVINCES AND TERRITORIES 


The agreements made by Canada with the provinces and territories in 
accordance with the provisions of the Disabled Persons Act were not amended 
during 1975-76. Each agreement provides for payment of allowances based on the 
maximum amount specified in the Act and for the maximum amounts of income, 
including allowance, allowed by the Act. 


The agreement made in 1965-66 with Quebec under the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act does not alter the operation of the disabled persons 
allowance program in the province except as to the manner in which the program 
is financed. 


The provinces and territories were given Notice that the agreements 
between them and Canada under the Disabled Persons Act are being terminated in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 9(1) of the Act. Termination will 
be effective on February 1, 1981.

4. ADMINISTRATION - FEDERAL 


The Canada Assistance Plan Division in the Social Service Programs 
Branch of the Department of National Health and Welfare is responsible for the 
examination of provincial decisions and accounts in connection with the payment 
to the provinces of the federal share of allowance payments. The Division also 
has general supervision of provincial schemes for administration approved by the 
Governor in Council. 


Effective January 1, 1972, the Division assumed responsibility for the 
medical features of the Plan. This was a function of the former Rehabilitation 
Services Directorate in the Health Services Branch of the Department. Medical 
decisions on applications are made by medical doctors employed by the provinces 
and by the Federal Government. There are agreements with nine provinces for 
sharing the cost of special medical examinations and the services of medical 
referees. 


5. ADMINISTRATION - PROVINCIAL 


Disabled persons allowances are paid to recipients under the authority 
of provincial acts and territorial ordinances which must conform to the 
definition of "provincial law'' in the federal Act. Provincial authorities 
responsible for the administration of disabled persons allowances work within 
provincial welfare departments.

DISABLED PERSONS ALLOWANCES FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1980-81 


Provisions of the Disabled Persons Act 


The Disabled Persons Act, assented to on June 26, 1954, was brought 
into force on January 1, 1955. The Act provided for federal sharing, under 
agreements, of 50 percent of the amounts paid by the provinces for allowances 
to disabled persons 18 years of age and over. Allowances were paid to 
recipients under the authority of provincial legislation but in accordance 


with the provisions of the federal Act. 


The Act specified $75 a month as the maximum amount in which the 
Government of Canada could share. The maximum amounts of income allowed by 
the Act, including any allowance payable, were $1,260 a year in the case of an 
unmarried person, $2,220 a year in the case of a married person and $2,580 a 
year in the case of a married person with a blind spouse. Agreements between 
the Government of Canada and provincial governments stipulated these 


amounts. 


The provinces and territories were given Notice in January, 1971, 
that the agreements between them and Canada under the Disabled Persons Act 
would be terminated in accordance with the provisions of Section 9 (1) of the 


Act. The effective date of termination was February 1, 1981. 
ADMINISTRATION 


Disabled Persons Allowances were paid to recipients under the autho- 
rity of provincial acts and territorial ordinances which must conform to the 
definition of "provincial law" in the federal Act. Provincial authorities 
responsible for the administration of Disabled Persons Allowances worked within 


the welfare departments of the provinces. 


The Canada Assistance Plan Directorate of the Social Service Programs 
Branch assumed responsibility in 1966 for the examination of provincial 
decisions and accounts in connection with the payment to the provinces of the 
federal share of allowance payments. It also assumed responsibility, 
effective January 1, 1972, for the medical features of the Plan. This was a 
function of the former Rehabilitation Services Directorate in the Health 


Services Branch of the Department.

For 1980-81, federal payments under the Disabled Persons Act amounted 
to $83,928. In addition, the province of Quebec received $11,167 under the 
Federal/Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Established Programs Financing Act, 
1977. As of January 31, 1981, the final month for federal sharing under the 
Act, the number of recipients totalled 235. 


During the twenty-six year period that the Act was operative approxi- 
mately 109 133 persons were granted allowances and the total federal share of 
payments made by the provinces, including Quebec, was $266,232,188. 


Additional statistical information will be found in the attached tables. 
AMENDMENTS TO THE ACT 


The Disabled Persons Act was amended on five occasions since its 
inception in 1955. The maximum monthly allowance and the maximum yearly 
allowable income were increased in the first four anendments. The fifth 
amendment enacted in July, 1966, enabled provinces, that had signed agreements 
under the Canada Assistance Plan, to discontinue acceptance of applications 
for Disabled Persons Allowance and to transfer recipients to a progran under 
the Plan if they could qualify for comparable or greater benefits. All 
provinces took advantage of this option which accounted for the decrease in 


caseloads. 
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During the period the Act was operative the main provisions relating
